SUES GUFFEY FOR MILLIONS. 


J. Montefiore Myers Wants $2,189,000 
for Alleged Breach of Cortract.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 28.—Col. James 
M. Guffey of Pittsburg, the oil operato» 
and Democratic State leader, was sum- 
moned to answer a suit brought against 
‘Htm here to-day by J. Montefiore Myers, 
a mining promotér of London, who is 
seeking to recover $2,189,000 damages for 
the alleged violation of an agreement 
arising from negotiations for the sale of 
coal lands in West Virginia. 

Mr. Myers declares that on June 19, 
1908, he entered into an agreement with 
Col. Guffey’s representative, John M. 
Garman of Wilkesbarre, under which-Col. 
Guffey was to have a company incor- 
porated, capitalized at $20,000,000, and to 
have conveyed to it 135,000 acres of coat 
land clear of all incumbraé&nces. It was 
proposed to have a $15,000;000 bond is- 
sue, which was to be placed in the 
plaintiff's control, but Mr. Myers al- 
leges that, although various extensions 
were granted for the performance of the 
agreement, neither Col. Guffey nor his 
representative fulfilled their part. 

Mr. Myers charges that Col. Guffey, in 
attempting to relieve himself of his ob- 
ligation, while the complainant was in 
custody in New York on a false charge 
of grand larceny, obtained with the con- 
nivance of the police officials, Myers’s 
dress suit case and through his agents 
got possession of all the papers relating 
to the transaction, 

Myers asserts that he was exonerated 
of the charges against him without trial.

Other Business Comes First. 


From now until the Easter adjournment | 


the House wili deal with resolutions en- 
abling the Government to continue to 
borrow money, necessitated by the failure 
of ‘the budget, and with the appropriation 
bill for the army, navy, and other depart- 
ments. 

When the House of Commons meets aft- 
er Easter it will take up the struggle to 
revolutionize the British Government sys- 
tem. Resolutions will be presented to de- 
prive the House of Lords of all authority 
over finances, and also of the power of 
vetoing other measures of the lower 
house, leaving to the Lords only the func- 
tions of delay and discussion. If this 
plan succeeds the Government proposes 
next year to proceec waéth the transtiorni- 
‘ation of the House of Lords from a hered- 
itary to a democratic body. 

Such was the programme the Prime 
Minister unfolded, and he and Chancellor 
Lloyd-George declared that the Govern- 
iment staked its existence on it. 
meantime the budget stands sidetracked, 
It is likely that when it is taken up It 
will combine the beers two years, 
shorn of the features @hjeetionable to the 
Irish members. 


Financial Situation 


In opening his staten Premier As- 
quith declared exigencies of the financial 
situation were such that the vote on the 
Army and Navy bills, resolutions cover- 
ing the borrowings, and other urgent de- 
mands must occupy the whole time of 
the House of Commons up io March 24, 
when adjournment would be taken to 
March 2v. 

As soon as Parliament reassembled, he 
said. the Government would introduce 
resolutions excluding the House of Lords 
altogether from the domain of finance 
and declaring that in other legislation 
the power of veto, as at present possessed 
by the House of Lords, should be lim- 
ited so as to secure a predominance for 
the House of Commons during the life- 
time of a single Parliament. 

It would be made plain that these 
changes were without prejudice to the 
question of reforming the Lords, and that 
the Government contemplated in the sub- 
sequent year the substitution in the sec- 
ond chamber of a democratic for a hered- 
itary basis. A bill giving effect to the 
operative part of the resolutions would 
then be introduced, Mr. Asquith said, but 
in order to avoid waste of time and labor 
and to bring the matter to an issue at 
the earliest possible moment the resolu- 
tions would be submitted to the House 

-As. 

rt the House of Lords agrees to them, 
well and good,’ the Prime Minister con- 
Axtaed, ‘‘ but whether it does or does not, 
the Government will regard the placing 
with all possible promptitude upon the 
statute books of a provision which will 
set free this House from the veto of the 
House of Lords, not only as the first 
condition of the legislative dignity -and 
Utility of the House of Commons, hut as 
our own primary and paramount duty. 

“*In the prosecution of that task we 
shall adopt ali such measures within tne 
limits of the Constitution as seem to us 
‘proper and adequate, and upon its suc- 
eessful accomplishment are at stake not 
only our fortunes, but our existence as 
a Government.” 


“Where Is the Budget?” 

At the conclusion of his, speech Mr. 
Asquith was greeted with loud Minis- 
terial cheers, mingled with Unionist cries 
of ‘‘ Where is the Budget?” 

A. J. Balfour, the Opposition leader, 
twitted the Premier on the quick changes 


in the Government programme, and the 
abandonment of pledges with regard to 
the Budget under pressure m those 
who had a passionate desire To destroy 
the Lords, but who did not have a pas- 
sionate desire to pass the ‘ people's” 
-Budget. The Premier's only consideration, 
Mr. Baifour said, seemed to be to keep 
the Cabinet together. 

John Redmond, the Nationalist leader, 
who followed Mr. Balfour, declared that 
“nothing that the Prime Minister has 
said alters my view that we ought to 
vote against the motfon,”’ 

Mr. Redmond complained that Premier 
Asquith had not made it clear what he 
would do if the House of Lords rejected 
the resolutions. He declared that if Mr. 
Asquith would give a deginite promise 
that in the event of the House of Lords 
hanging up the resolutions he would go 
to the King and ask for guarantees, and, 
if refused, would resign, in the meantime 
suspending consideration of the Budget, 
the Irish Nationalists would support the 
Premier’s motion. Otherwise the National- 
ists must vote against it.

BY BALLOON FROM TEXAS. 


Harmon on Way Here from San An- 
tonio in Big Gas Bag New York. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SAN ANTONIO, Feb. 28.—Hoping to 
lift the Lahm trophy and break the 
world’s record for long-distance balloon 
flight, Clifford B. Harmon of New York, 
accompanied by his aid, George B. Har- 
rison, started north from this city in his 
dirigible balloon, New York, soon after 6 
o'clock to-night. 

In the car of the New York are stored 
provisions enough to last three weeks, 
twenty gallons of water, a photographic 
outfit, and an apparatus for eooking, 
making a total toad of 400 pounds. 

While thousands watched this afternoon 
the big gas bag holding 800,000 cubic feet 
of gas was filled in the suburbs of the 
city. The start was made under favorable 
conditions and the flignt was begun di- 
rectly north. 

‘*] shall make New York City without a 
decent,’’ said Harmon just before he 
waved a signal for the release of the car. 
‘If we have good winds,’’ he added, “I 
believe we can go straight through into 
Canada, breaking all records for long dis- 
tance.’’ As the New York rose into the 
air, the wind, at an altitude of 2,000 feet, 
miles an hour. 

The passengers will drop leaded cards 
alcng the route containing a request that 
they be returned to Ban Antonio, together 
with ary features of the balloon’s passage 
noted by the finders. By this means it is 
hoped a complete history of the New 
York's continent crossing trip will be filed 
in San Antonio by the time the balloon 
arrives in New York City, a few days 
from now. 

The start was made at night in order 
to give the balloon a twelve-hour start 
on the gas.

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BOYS CONFESS PLOT 
TO WRECK A TRAIN 


Hoped to Rob the Dead and 
Wounded After Ditching New 
Haven Local from New York. 








SEEN TO THROW A SWITCH 
‘ 





Railroad Man Prevented Accident— 
Many Wealthy Commuters Aboard 
When Attempt Was Made.

GREENWICH, Conn., Feb. 28.—The ar- 
rest to-day of George Lenko, 10 yéars 
old; Stephen Yoski, aged 14; Edward 
Gydooski, 12; Andrew Milken, 12, and 
Matthew Gydooski, 19, revealed the at- 
tempt of these youngsters last Saturday 
to wreck the New Haven Railroad train 
which left New York shortly after noon. 
Their plan was to loot the bodies of the 
Iqdead and injured. 

They got as far as opening a switch, 
near the East Port Chester freight yard, 
1aving found or stolen the keys. That 


fact that a switchman happened to see 
them throw the switch and closed it in 
time to avert an accident. 

Had their plans not miscarried the re- 
sult would have been a terrible wreck, 
for the switch onto which the fast trav- 
éling suburban train would have been 
sent ends abruptly at a thirty-foot rock 
embankment. 

The train carries one of 
club cars,on which travel E. C. Con- 
verse, William G. Rockefeller, y. Cc. 
Benedict, J. Kennedy Tod, and a score 
of other wealthy men who have homes 
either in Greenwich or Stamford, and 
who come out early on Saturdays. 

One of the l&ds coolly told to-day of 
the plot, and gave as the reason for the 
attempted crime the hope of getting a few 
dollars from the pockets of the dead and 
wounded. The boys admitted having 
formed a regular organization, which im- 
posed elaborate oaths of secrecy. These 
oaths did not interfere with their con- 
fessions once they had been thoroughly 
frightened. 

Yoski, the fourteen-vear-old bov, seems 
to have been the ringleader, but it was he 
who turned.State’s evidence when he was 
captured. The boys admitted that they 
were regular attendants at the moving- 
picture shows in Port Chester, and that 
they had acquired some of their ideas of 
outlawry from. the melodramatic scenes 
of burglaries, train wrecking, &c. 

Matthew Gydooski, the oldest bov, was 

bound over for the next term of the Su- 
perior Criminal Court; Yoski was sent to 
the State Reform School, and the other 
three were paroled In charge of Prohation 
Officer Fin: eran. 
The DOSE aM the sons of Siavy parents. 
With the exception of the oldest, Gydoo- 
ski, they go to school in East Port Ches- 
ter. 

The switchman, in his anxiéty to save 
the train, had allowed the boys to 
cape, but they were finally caught 
through detective work performed by Ed- 
ward Nedley, a sophomore In the Green- 
wich High Schoo) and a son of Police- 
man James J. Nedley of the Greenwich 
force. Both the Greenwich police and the 
New Haven Rallroad detectives were in 
search: of the boys from Saturday morn- 
ing until Sunday evening, but no trace 
of them could be found until young Ned- 
ley, who knew of some of Yosiki’s haunts, 
tracked them. 


OLEOMARGARINE MAN JAILED. 


Six Year’s Sentence and $15,000 Fine 
from Judge K. M,. Landis. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—Federal inquiry 
into methods of disposing of oleomargar- 
ine was ordered to-day by Judge K. M. 
Landis of the United States District 
Court after he had sentenced William 
Groadwell, one of four dealers who had 
been indicted for violating the oleomar- 
garine regulations, to six years in the 
Federal prison at Fort Leavenworth and 
fined him $15,000. 

“It has been disclosed that probably 
not less than $15,000 and possibly more 
than $20,000 has been lost by the United 
States Government as a result of Broad- 
well’s activities,”” said Judge Landis in 
sentencing the Oleomargarine dealer. 
‘Whenever arrested he has given bonds 
and then gone out and violated the law 
again the next day. It has been a willful! 
defiance of the law. His bond has been 
supplied by a manufacturer of the com- 
modity which he sold illegally, a proceed- 
jng which I regard it as my duty to say is 
highly significant.”’ 

Thomas Dudtman, a purehasing agent 
for an oleomargarine concern, told. of his 
connection with the case as bondsman 
for the indicted men. 

“When you went on the bonds of these 
men did you expect to be indemnified in 
case there were any losses? ”’ 
Landis. 

‘Yes, Sir,”” replied Dudman. 

“Who was going to indemnify you?” 

“My employer, William J. Moxley.’ 

Mr. Moxley is Representative in Con- 
gress from the Sixth District of Illinois. 

Federal Inspectors told the court that 
the defendant sold daily large quantities 
of illegally manufactured oleomargarine 
to downtown restaurants. The Govern- 
ment’s contention was that the defendant 
bought white and colored oleomargarine 
and colored the white oleomargarine be- 
fore disposing of it, thus avoiding the tax 
of 10 cents a pound on the colored product.

Soon 
after finding Fortunato’s body the fire- 
men stopped searching among the débris, 
believing that the bullding had had no 
other occupants.

OHIO DAMAGE GREAT. 


Villages Submerged, Factories to 
Close—Two Drownings. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb. 28.—At least 
two dead, many hundreds homeless, 
scores of factories preparing to close 
down, and property damage reaching into 
hundreds of thousands of dollars; these 
are the main results of the flood which 
has devastated the State of Ohio during 
the last last two days and which has 
not yet reached its ful! volume. 

The first death occurred here this after- 
noon, when 4-vear-old Catherine Hannan 
was swept off he> feet by a block of ice 
swirling down Nine Mile Creek. The lit- 
tle girl was carried of*° into the stream, 
and although dvyianite was used, her 
body could not be recovered. 

The second fatal'ty t) be reported was 
at Youngstown, where a boy named How- 
ard Lightbody was drowned. 

From all parts of the State come stories 
of submerged villages and peeese being 
driven from their es omes. At 
Elkton the Beaver Creek has completely 
flooded the town, and there are several 
feet of water in the street. Canton is in 
almost as bad a plight, and the bulk of 
the population is marooned in the upper 
stories of their houses. ‘

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“RED” ADAMS GUILTY. 


Verdict Against Him on Five Indict- 
ments for Using Mails to Defraud. 


It took a jury less than an hour yester- 
day to find a verdict of guilty against 
Charles ‘‘Red” Adams, the old time 
confidence man, who has been on trial 
before Judge Hough in the United States 
District Court for a week on a charge 
of using the mails to defraud. Adams 
was convicted upon five indictments, and 
the aged crook faces a _ sentence of 
eighteen months on each. He received 


the verdict with a composure born of 
experience with other juries in his earlier 
years, and will be sentenced to-morrow 
morning. 

The prosecution closed its case some- 
what suddenly yesterday ‘morning after 
more testimony from handwriting experts 
to the effect that Adams had written the 
letters informing the heirs of departed 
Englishmen that fortunes were awaiting 
them here. The bait proved successful 
to the extent of bringing several hopeful 
Britons to this country in search of the 
promised gold mines in Colorado. 

Edward Lauterbach made the argument 
for the defendant, which was based pri- 
marily upon the contention that the 
scheme did not, at any rate, get far 
enough for Adams to actually get any 
money ‘out of the trustful Englishmen 
who came over. Assistant United States 
Attorney Dorr replied, and then Judge 
Hough in summing up the case remarked 
that it was sufficient to prove the exist- 
ence of a scheme to defraud. | | 

After the jury had returned its verdict 
Mr. Lauterbach made_several motions of 
the usual character following conviction, 
all of which Judge Hough denied, saying 
incidentally that he believed that Adams 
for a matter of forty years had been 
‘‘one of those individuals, forunately few 
in this conutry,’’ who undertook to prey 
on the gullible and avaricious members of 
society. 

Juan Hough noted also that the crim- 
inal authorities in several other JjJuris- 
dictions would be ready to take Adams 
in hand on long-pending charges in case 
he were turned loose here, and suggested

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Leaves Gondokoro for Khartoum— 
Scientific Expedition Ended. 


GONDOKORO, Soudan, Feb. 28.—Col. | 
Roosevelt and the others of his immediate 
party sailed to-day on the steamer Dal 
for Khartoum, where they expect to ar- 
rive on March 15. With their departure 
the African scientific expedition, under 
the auspices of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion of Washington and led by the for- 
mer President of the United States, was, 
for all practical purposes, brought to a 
close. 

Col. Roosevelt considers the killing of 
the giant elands in his recent excursion 
along the upper reaches of the Nile a fit- 
ting ending of his hunting trip. The 
results generally, from the standpoint ol 
the hunter and the scientist, have ex- 
ceeded all expectations. 

Col. Roosevelt and iis son Kermit have 
killed some 400 specimens of large mam- 
mals. The bag includes 17 lions, 11 ele- 
phants, 10 buffaloes, 10 black rhinocer- 
oses, 9 white rhinoceroses, 9 hippopotam}), 
giraffes, 3 leopards, 7 chetahs, 5 giant 
elands, 2 sables, 1 sitatunga, and 2 bon- 
gos. All these were killed in the in- 
terest of science, and the specimens will 
be disposed of accordingly, the greater 
number going to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. Mr. Roosevelt will retain not 
more than six trophies for himself. 

In comparative importance, the most 
highly prized game may be rated as fol- 
lows: First, the giant elands, the first 
complete specimens of which family are 
now being taken from the country; sec- 
ond. the white rhinoceroses; third. the 
bongos, the first to be stalked and killed 
by a white man, and, fourth, the sita- 
tunga, a species of antelope.

Inquiry at the Murray Street store of 
Ahrenfeldt & Son for Manager Doering 
yesterday brought the information that 
he was no longer connected with the con- 
cern. A clerk handed out a printed notice 
to the effect that the firm of Ahrenfeldt 
& Son was no more, and that Herman C. 
KLupper was the new proprietor of the 
business. Kupper is an old employe of 
the house, who served directly under 
Doering when he was manager. The firm, 
oesides its American Saies store, owned a 
factory at Limoges, France. 

A paragraph in the note of relinquish- 
ment from Ahrenfeldt & Son is to the 
effect that ‘‘ Mr. Kupper has arranged to 
deliver all unfilled outstanding orders 
heretofore placed with us.’’

IDAHO SNOWSLIDE 


KILLS TWENTY-FOUR

Four Camps in Death Trail, but, 
Warning Had Sent Many 
Residents Away. 





RESCUED AFTER 8 HOURS 





One Man, Given Up for Dead, Is Dug 
Out Alive—Work Train Upset, but 
Crew Dig Their Way to Safety, 





SPCKANE, Wash., Feb, .28.—Twenty- 


four persons are known to be dead as ! 


the result of snowslides yesterday and 
to-day in the mining region of Northern 
Idaho:. To the nineteen who perished in 
the avalanches at Mace and Burke, Idaho, 
last night and early to-day, are added 


three who died in a similar disaster yes-. 


terday when the camp of the Carbonate 
Hiil Mining Company at Mullen, Idaho, 
Was destroyed, aud two more killed at 
Derrsey, Idaho, to-day. 

Mace is situated on a creek and the 
mountains rise high on either side of the 
town. The main body of the avalanche, 
Which started from,the top of Custer 
Mountain Sunday night, passed beyond 
the town and striking the opposite slope 
with terrific force rushed up the moun- 
tainside. The cafion is filled to a depth 
of 40 feet. 

The dsmage to Mace 
fragment of the main 
ried a construction train from the track 
as it plunged into the ravine. The men 
the train dug themselves out of the 
drift. 

The slide demolished the houses in its 
tath and stopped a short distance be- 
yond the wrecked heme of H. S. Pas- 
coe, Superintendent of the Standard Mine. 

“My husband! Where is he?” cried 
Mrs. Pascoe when rescuers pulled her 
out of a mass of twisted iron bed 
rails under forty feet of snow. Only a 
cast-iron bed post saved her from death. 
Her husband was mangled almost beyond 
recognition. Her son and daughter were 
also killed. 

The boarding house of 
Mine, where 300 miners 
was missed by 120 feet. 

Old-timers in the Coeur d’Alene district 
had been sounding daily warnings to 
Mace and other towns that, because of the 
record depth of the snow, slides were im- 
minent. For sixteen Winters these towns 
had escaped devastating slides. and so 
strong was the confidence of the miner 
that their homes and families 
that no precautions had been

When the rm spread through the 
mining camps that Mace had been almost 
wiped out by a snowslide, mothers, wives, 
and children of the miners employed at 
the Hecla, Hercules, and Anchor, and care- 
takers at the old Tiger-Poorman mine 
began to seek places of safety. Mothers 
hauled their children to the side hills, 
brothers dragged little sisters to places of 
safety, and when the slide struck Burke 
many of the homcs were deserted. 

Four of those who lost their lives at 
Burke were miners from the rescue party

They were David Sheppard. Dick Richol, 
William Painter, and James Rogers. These 
men were among the first to respond to 
the call for succor when the news of the 
Mace disaster reached Burke. After wér 
ing several hours at the mass of ice 
earth that blocked the cafion, they 
turned to Burke just in time to be caught 
in the slide there. 

Among the last to be taken out of the 
snow alive at Msace was Mrs. George 
Hooper, an old woman who Ittgd on the 
outskirts of the town. She w buried 
thirteen feet under the snow and it took 
four hours to extricate her. She had 
suffered from the cold, but was not 
severely injured.

On Thursday night a snow and landslide 
snuffed out the lives of three prospectors 
and a woman at Avery, a small town on 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & Puget Sound 
Road, near the Montana line. All were 
iy the eabin at dinner when the snow 
descended.

The driving rain that was falling over 
Jamaica Bay and Brooklyn last night 
seemed to have no visibly deterrent ef- 
fect on some 200 denizens of tnose regions 
who came out to celebrate what they 
called the winning of the first round in a 
battle which will soon make of Jamaica 
Bay the world’s chief harbor. 

The celebration was held in the hall of 
the Manufacturers’ Association, at 198 
Montague Street, under the auspices of 
the Jamaica Bay Improvement Associa- 
tion, an organization which has just won 
concessions for which it has fought for 
five years. 

Besides drinking toasts to each Other 
@nd presenting the Secretary with a 
bulging purse of $20 gold pieces, those 
present passed resolutions and listened to 
@peeches on the future of the move to 
make of Jamaica Bay a deep waterway 
+ eompletely fringed with railroads, docks, 
and terminal facilities. 

Mayor Gaynor and the Board of Esti- 
mate were felicitated upon having passed 
the resolution calling for the initial ex- 
penditure of $1,000,000 in dredging out 
the bay. In the same resolution was in- 
corporated a paragraph urging the Mayor 
to give to Dock Commissioner Calvin 
Tomkins ‘“‘ the fullest power of initiative 
in this great enterprise, and to grant him 
every latitude possible under the charter 
in its prosecution to the end that the 
development may be advanced to the 
greatest possible extent during this ad- 
ministration.”’ 

The Government, for its tardiness in 
making an appropriation, was criticised 
by several speakers, and resolutions were 
finally passed urging the New York State 
delegation to force immediate action on 


the recommendations of Col. William 
M. Black of the army engineers for the 
deepening of certain portions of the up- 
per Hudson River, this work being neces- 
sary to the opening of the new 1,000- 
ton barge canal, of which ‘it is hoped to 
make Jamaica Bay the seaboard ter- 
minal. It was held that further delay in 
acting upon Col. Black's recommenda- 
tions would prevent the passage of the 
appropriation at this session.

He held also that Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton were both doing their best to wrest 
New York's laurels from her, and that 
Newark was trying hard to create ter- 
minal facilities in the Hackensack River 
which would take the honor of the lead- 
ership into New Jersey. 

‘We must loosen the purse strings of 
the City of New York and the State of 
New York and of the Nation,” he said, 
‘“until none of these calamities’ will be 
possible. We must dredge a deep channel 
all the way around Jamaica Bay and 
make two great islands of the sand and 
gravel we will take out of the bottom of 
the bay. Railroads must traverse these 
islands and fringe our channel around 
the bay, until it will be possible to step 
from any transatlantic steamship _di- 
rectly into a transcontinental railroad. 

‘*Only by such a plan can New York re- 
gain what it has lost and win what it 
naturallv is entitled to. Already real es- 
tate taxes have become so high and ter- 
minal facilities so expensive that it 1s 
cheaper to lighter cargo down to Newport 
News than to ship cargo overland direct. 

“We cannot look to Manhattan any 
more, and every competing city Knows it. 
You all know that the War Department 
will not ailow any further trespass on the 
Hudson River, and the reason 1s simple. 
A powerful ebb tide sweeps down that 
river as itis. If another fifty or one hun- 
dred feet were allowed for wharfage out 
in the river the resulting passageway 
would be so narrow that at ebb tide a cur- 
rent would sweep @awn that no steamship 
could withstand. You know that when a 
great vessel lies in her dock her -full 
reaches close to the bottom, and that acis 
as a great dam against the passage of 
water. 

Bigger Ships Coming. 

“The ships of the Cunard Line are al- 
ready as big as the river can provide for. 
The ships of the future will be much big- 
ger than those of the present, and Mon- 
treal speedily preparing to care for 
these great ships that will find no wel- 
come anywhere around Manhattan. 

‘‘In our Jamaica Bay plan we inrtend 
to care for such ships, and to build such 
grain elevators and docks and wharfage 
that Manhattan’s water front will be no 
longer congested with cargoes, and there 
will be no such ecramble for facilities as 
now constantly goes on along the over- 
crowded water front.” 

A. map was presented to all present de- 
tafling the plan for the deep waterway. 
It provides that the Government dig a 
canal into Barren Island from Rockaway 
Inlet. The city will then take up the 
work of making a complete circuit of the 
bay, creating West, North, East, Hassock, 
and Beach Channels, surrounding a large 
island, to be built of the gravel taken up 
by the dredges. a 

The Long Island Railroad already tra- 
verses the proposed islands, ‘Known as 
North-and South Islands. On the Long 
Island shore will be four long rectangular 
basins, where the Pennsylvania and other 
railroads will be provided with terminals, 
from which they can run trains straight 
through the East River and Hudson River 
tubes to New Jersey and on across the 
continent. 

The land on which these terminals will 
be built will belong to the city, througn 
a special grant of the State deeding the 
land now under water to the city, the 
grant to take effect upon the passing of 
the appropriation of New York City and 
Congress to carry out the improvement. 
This bay shore land is estimated to be 
worth $12,000,000, and it is held that reve- 
nue from it can be made to much more 
than pay the entire cost of building the 
bay improvements.

A telegram from Representative Charles

The engineers, whose work ‘was in 
charge of Col. Knight, made a report tn 
1909 recommending the expenditure of 
$8,610,050 by the Government. The 
Board of Engineers for. Rivers and Har- 
bors cut the sum to $7,430,050, and 
ultimately recommended tne expenditure 
of this amaiint, provided the city went 
forward with the interior improvement of 
the bay and its water front. : 

At present the Government Board of 
Engineers is holding back a report on the 
cost of deepening the Upper Hudson Riv- 
er, and those present last night urged 
that it was vitally necessary to start 
this work this Summer in order to have 
it progressing equally with the bay im- 
provement so that the large barges can 
be brought down to the Jamaica terminal. 


BUGHER WON’T BE SURVEYOR. 


President Persuaded to Have Him 
Withdraw—-Parr May Get It. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—it was 
learned to-day that President Taft had 
given up the idea of appointing Fred- 
erick H. Bugher, Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner of New York, as Survevor of the 
port here. 

Ever since it was intimated that the 
President might make this appointment 
there has been a storm of protest from 
the Republican feaders in New York on 
the grouni that Mr. Gugher was a Demo- 
crat. Mr. Bugher has been in: Washing- 
ton since yesterday and had a talk with 
President Taft about the matter of his 
appointment, 

Senator Root and several Congressmen 
also saw the President to-day. The mat- 
ter of sebecting a successor to Surveyor 
Clarkson is not a pressing one, as the 
latter’s term does not expire until 
Avril 13. ° 








There was jubilation in the ranks of the 
local Republican organization yesterday 
when news was received from Washing- 
ton that the name of Frederick H. 
Bugher, First Deputy Police Commission- 
er, had been eliminated from the possi- 
bilities for Surveyor of the Port. 

[It was learned that the President’s 
Summons to Mr. Bugher on Saturday was 
for the purposes of endeavoring to per- 
suade him to withdraw from the field. 
The matter stood as a personal one be- 
tween the President, Senator Root, and 
John R. McLean, owner of The Washing- 
ton Pest and the Cincinnati Inquirer, who 
is Bugher’s uncle. The appointment was 
practically decided upon, but wonen 
President came to this city last week 
Chairman Woodruff and County 
irnian Griscom labored with him: long 
earnestly not to name Buegher. 

It is clear now that the President ap- 
preciatsi the situation and decided to ask 
Bugher to withdraw, and that in this he 
was successful. 

The most promising candidate for the 
place now is Richard Parr, Deputy Sur- 
veyor, who disclosed the Sugar frauds. 
He is not active in the local organization, 
however, and it is believed a decided ef- 
fort will te made to have the appointment 
zo to a ‘* regular.’’

Steamer Fletcher, After Rescuing the 
Patients, Herself Sticks In the 
Mud for Eight Hours.

It was a day of general discomfort yes- 
terday—a dark, dismal day with a drizzle 
of rain turning to downpour in the late 
afternoon. Added to this was one of the 
heaviest fogs of the season, which’ placed 
an embargo on shipping, and a tempera- 
ture and humidity which made even the 
wearing of a raincoat oppressive. The 
fog was a shifting one. Harly in the 
morning it hung so heavy over land and 
water that off shore it was impossible to 
see a boat’s length ahead. I[n the after- 
noon it lifted somewhat. 

About 3 o'clock, when the fog was thick- 

est, the Quarantine boat Staten Island 
went on the bottom about fifty feet south 
of Ellis Island. She had on board about 
forty convalescent patients from Hoff- 
man Island. There was much excitement 
on board, and those on the island could 
hear the shouts of the passengers. The 
Steamboat Fletcher went out and took 
them off. Then she, too, went aground, 
and it Was 11 o’clock last night before she 
got free and landed the convalescents. 
_ Shortly after 8 o'clock last evening a 
Staten Island ferry boat, leaving her slip, 
struck the Revenve Cutter Calumet mak- 
ing her Battery berth. Little damage 
was done, as the big ferry boat struck 
a glancing blow. 

_In tryin; to avoid striking the pier off 
Castle Williams on’ Governors Island the 
Cutter got fast in the mud. The Cus- 
toms officers climbed ashore and came 
to the Battery on the ferry boat Gen. 
Hancock. The cutter, soon free, got 
back to the Battery before them. 

rhe Panama liner Colon left Quaran- 
tine in the afternoon, but the fog shut 
down again, and she had to anchor for 
the night in the upper bay. 

Incoming Liners Held Up. 

It was so dense down the bay that only 
four vessels left Quarantine, 
had to crawl to their pliers, at times los- 
ing their way. The revenue cutter on her 
first boarding trip had a hard time, and 
it was late in the morning before she got 
back to the Battery. The steainship 
Prinz Sigismund, from the West Indies, 
was the first to leave Q@Muarantine, and 
soon the Porto Rico liner Coamo, the 
Dunkeld, and the kdda got under way.

Taft’s Plan Adopted by House Com- 


mittee by Vote of 10 to 8. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—By a majori- 
ty of two, the House Committee on Inter- 
State Commerce to-day voted to create 
the Inter-State Commerce Court, which is 
one of the principal features of the Town- 
send Administration Railroad bill. This 
is the provision for which the President 
and the Attorney General have been fight- 
ing to have kept in the bill. The vote in 
the committee was 10 to 8. 

Chairman Mann and Representative

Those voting for it 
were Representatives Wangér of Pennsyl- 
vania, Esch of Wisconsin, Townsend of 
Michigan, Kennedy of Ohio, Knowland of 
California, Hubbard of West Virginia, 
Miller of Kansas, Stafford of Wisconsin, 
Calder of New York, and Washburn of 
Massachusetts. There were several ab- 
sentees, but they had been communicated 
with and their votes were recorded as in- 
dicated. 

The committee adopted with minor 
mandments the first six sections of the 
Townsend bill, all of which relate to the 
court, and had just reached the seventh 
section relating to tariff agreements, 
when it adjourned. It will take up the 
rest of the bill, section by section, and 
probably be able to order a favorable 
report on the bill by the latter part of 
this week,

‘They rejected—for I was 
present in Congress when it was done— 
the educational Itmitation, on the ground 
that the limitation was one which did 
not shut out those whom we most de- 
sired to shut out, and that the Anar- 
chist—a man who comes here with no 
loyalty to the new Government—is the 
man who could easily pass a mental ex- 
umination. ; 

‘‘Now, all I can say about this, be- 
cause I cannot commit myself to any 
particular form of legislation, is that 
insofar as I am concerned I shall sign 
ro bill without giving you. gentlemen a 
full opportunity to be hearfl. It is pos- 
sible that I shall differ with you, but 
I think that where a hearing is given 
a safer conclusion is likely to be reached. 

‘‘In going about this country 13,000 
miles, as I did last year, the thing which 
impressed me more than anything else 
was the fact that the process through 
which we had gone of welcoming immi-

NO MAN ABOVE THE LAW 








Members of Senate and House,in Print- 
ing Matter, Were Acting in Minis- 
terlal, Not Legislative, Function. °

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Justice 
Wright of the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia announced to-day the 
decision of the court that in directing 
the six members of the joint Congres-. 
sional Committee on Printing to show 
cause why a mandamus should not issue 
compelling the committee to award & 
contract to the Valley Paper Company of 
Massachusetts he had not exceeded his 
authority. The three House ‘members of 
the joint committee obeyed the order, 
appeared in court a week ago, and plead- 
ed the privileges of the House. The three 
Senators, acting on a vote of the Senate, 
ignored the order and refrained from 
appearing. / 

The decision of the court to-day is 
unique in the history of American law. 
Justice Wright said that he had been 
unable to ‘find any precedents for the 
rule he had issued to the members of 
Congress, but in support of his order,.he 
quoted many cases from State courts in 
reference to officers "of the State Legis- 
lature who had been compelled obey 
In one se he 
cited the Speaker of the lower house, 
though advised to the contrary by both 
houses of the Legislature, had been com- 
pelled to reopen certain ballot boxes and 
submit to a recount. . 

The functions of the joint committee are 
ministerial and not legislative, according 
to the finding of the court, and the mem- 
bers of that committee are as liable to 
mandamus as are officers of the Cabinet 
or minor officers of the Government. The 
question that started the controversy, 
says the decision, was one of law, and 
under the Constitution the law must be 
construed by the courts regardless of the 
high place of the alleged offenders. 

‘“‘No man in this country is so high that 
he is higher than the law,” declared Jus- 
tice Wright. ‘‘ All officers are creatures 
of the law, and even the Government of 
the United States is less than the law. 
What is there in the exalted position of 
a Senator which prevents any citizen from 
laving what he believes to be an injury 
before the bar of justice?” 

The Justice announced that the decision 
made no attempt to dispose of the merits 
of the case, but was merely to hold that 
the court was acting within the authority 
which had been conferred upon it by Con- 
gress itself, and was interpreting the very 
law which Congress had created. 

Whether the Senators appeared in court 
at this stage of the proceedings, Justice 
Wright declared, was immaterial. In 
this respect the court at considerable 
length differentiated between a case and 
a cause of ‘action. A case certainly 
had been established, he declared. If 
there existed a cause of action, that 
would be determined as the proceedings 
went on. The question of the Senators 
being in court or represertited by counsel 


would then be patent. 

The Constitution specified that “ the ju- 
dicial power shall extend to all cases in 
law and equity arising under the laws 
of the United States,’ and upon this the 
court based its jurisdiction. 


Functions of Committee Analyzed. 
The court then proceeded to examine 
whether the Joint Printing Committee of 
Congress was a part of the legislative 
body, and to dissect its functions. All 


legislative duties being conferred by the 
Constitution upon Congress, the court held 
that none of them could be delegated by 
Congress to its members. No power could 
be vested in a part of Congress by qa law 
of Congress itself, Justice Wright main- 
tained. That there was room to believe 
that the opening and inspection of bids for 
paper was an administrative duty, the 
court admitted, but he disclaimed any in- 
ference that any member by so doing held

If that were true, however, Justice 
Wright declared, the action of such a 
member constituted nothings less than the 
forfeiture of his seat, under that ro- 
vision of the Constitution which prohib- 
ifed any administrative officer of the 
Government from being&® a member of 
Congress during his term of office. 

The court's mandamus, Justice Wright 
declared. was the only known procedure 
of law to compel a neglected public duty. 
After quoting at length decisions of the 
Supreme Court and reviewing the duties 
of the Printing Committee, Justice Wright 
concluded: 

The court is established in its convic-ions 
hat it has been influerced by no greater 
and no less consideration for one of its 
Justices than it is accustomed to bestow 
upon the affairs of the most obscure 
amongst ‘he people when they attend its 
bar: that the preservation of its rights and 
liberties of the people calls upon and re- 
quires it to vindicate its retention and its 
frea exercise of the functions which in the 
name of the people have been committed 
to its charge: that the maintenance of those 
functions requires the formation of this 
opinion and is the justification for its ex- 
pression. 

The court has come to meet a situation 
where for the first time in its affairm it 
hag been required to examine the conduct 
of one of its Justices against a high and 
dangerous charge of misuse of the processes 
of the law, and on coming to an end of that 
examination the court embraces the endur- 
ing hope that this, the first such deprecable 
occasion, will as well be the last. 

Findings of the Court, 

The findings of the court were as fol- 
lows: . 

The time for the return of the rule here- 
tofore issued having arrived, appeared the 
Hons. Allen F. Cooper, George C, Sturgiss, 
and David E. Finley, who show the court 
that they are members of the House of 
Representatives of the Untted States, and 
they invite the court to consider whether, 
in the judgment of the court, the law has 
imposed upon the court jurisdiction of the 
matter of the petition. 

The considerations which have been ex- 
pressed and the conclusion to which the 
court’s judgment has been led in the pro- 
gress of an opinion just delivered require 
the court to answer that it is by law vested 
with jurisdiction to hear and determine the 
controversy; that it is obliged by the Jaw 
of the land to entertain that jurisdiction 
and to proceed to that hearing and deter- 
tnination.

Decision Says Courts Have No Power 
to Enforce Individual Agreements 
forControi of Company Affairs.

TRENTON, N. J., Feb. 28.—The order 
of Vice Chancellor Howell restraining 
Iiorace E. Hooper, Harris B. Burrows, 
Charles C. Whinery, and Franklin H. 
Hooper from disposing of the assets of 
two of the Encyclopaedia Britannica com- 
panies was denied by the Court of Errors 
and Appeals to-day. The proceedings 
were instituted by Walter M. Jackson, 
who claimed that a joint partnership ex- 
isted between himself and Mr. Hooper 
whereby various corporations engaged in 
selling encyclopaedias were to be run 
jointly by the two men. 

The Court of Errors, in an opinion by 
Judge Dill, emphatically placed its stamp 
of disapproval upgn the management of 
corporate affairs ‘by inside cliques or 
agreements between controlling Directors. 
It held further that a court of equity had 
no jurisdiction to regulate the: internal 
affairs of a corporation organized under 
foreign laws, through the medium of an 
injunction issued either against the mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors or individ- 
uals or against the corporation directly. 

Hooper and Jackson had a falling out 
over the management of their companies, 
one of which was an English concern and 
the other an I}linois corporation. Jackson 
charged that, in violation of his agree- 
ment with Hooper, the latter had put 
dummy Directors into those corporations 
and sought to use their votes to hoid 
control, | 

Vice Chancellor Howell did not contend 
that any partnership had been shown to 
exist between Jackson and Hooper, but 
said that it should be proved that they 
were engaged in a joint venture or un- 
dertaking, and therefore a preliminary :in- 


junction should issue. Jackson asked for 
the appointment of a receiver for tha 
assets of the companies, amountin in 
the aggregate to many millions of dollars. 

Judge Dtil, in his opinion, said the 
fundamental question was not whether 
Jackson had established the agreement al- 
leged to exist between him and Hooper, 
but whether, assuming that he had, the 
courts had the power to enforce it. He 
continued: ; 

‘Tt is fundamental that, no°matter how 
the shares of stock are held, the corpora- 
tion is itself an entity, wholly separate 
from the individuals who hold and con- 
Te the law never intended that persons 
engaged in business as partners may in- 
corporate, with intent to obtain the ad- 
vantages and immunities’of a corporate 
form and then become at will a copartner- 
ship ora corporation as the exigencies 
or purposes of their joint enterprise may 
from time to time require.

OF TAX AMENDMENT 


No Danger to State Bonds in 
Income Provision, He Argues, 
Answering Hughes. 





LETTER READ IN ALBANY 





State and Municipal Issues, He Says, 
Are Protected by the General Princl- 
ples of the Federal Constitution, 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 28.—Senator Elihu Root’s 
reasons for thinking that the proposed 
amendment to the Federal Constitution 
to provide for an income tax should be 
adopted was read to the Senate to-night 
by Senator Frederick M. Davenport, to 
whom Mr. Root had written at length ex- 
plaining his attitude. 

Senator Root, who advocated the amend- 
ment when it was before Congress last 
year, argued against tne position of Gov. 
Hughes, who, in submitting the matter 
to ths Legislature, declared that by the 


language of thea proposed amendment the 
States seemed to give to the National 
Government the power to tax incomes de- 
rived from State and municipal bonds. 
The Governor, while he expressed ap- 
proval of an income tax, opposed this 
particular amendment because it pro- 
vided a tax on incomes ‘*‘ from whatever 
scurce derived.” Senator Root, in his 
eltter, took the ground that the proposed 
amendment did not give the National 
Government any new power. State and 
municipal bonds, he argued, were ex- 
cluded from the application of the tax 
by general and established constitutional! 
principles inherent in the very nature of 
the dua! Government of the United 
States, 
Senator Root’s letter follows: 
THE A NITED STATES SENATE, 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 17, 1910. 

My Dear Senator: 

Since our conversation last month I 
have given much consideration to the 
scope and effect of the proposed Income 
Tax amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States. 

Much as I respect the opinion of the 
Governor of the State. I cannot agree 
with the view expressed in his special 
message of Jan. 5, and as I advocated in 
the Senate the resolution to submit the 
proposed amendment, it seems appropriate 
that I should state my view of its effect. 

The proposed amendment is in these 
words: 

Article 16—The Congress shall have power 
to lay and collect taxes on itncomes, from 
whatever source derived, without apportion- 
ment among the several States and without 
regard to any census or enumeration. 

Thé objection made to ‘the amendment 
is that this will confer upon the National 
Government the power to tax incomes 
derived fro.n bonds issued by the States 
or under the authority of theg§tates, and 
will place the borrowing capdtity of the 
State and its Governmental agencies at 
tne mercy of the Federal taxing power. 

I do not find in the amendment any 
such meaning oe effect. do not con- 
Sider that the amendment in any degree 
whatever will enlarge the taxing power of 
the National Government or will have any 
effect except to relieve the exercise of that 
taxing power from the requirement that 
the tax shall be apportioned among the 
several States. The effect of the amend- 
ment will be, in my view, the same as if 
it said, ‘‘ The United States may lay a 
tax On incomes without apportioning the 
tax, and this shall be applicable whatever 
the source of the income subjected to the 
tax,” leaving the question, ‘‘ What in- 
comes are subject to National taxation? ’”’ 
to be determined by the same principles 
and rules which are now applicable to the 
determination of that question. 

If we were to construe the proposed 
armnendment only by a critical examina- 
tion of its words, the view upon which 
the objection is based would be reached 
by practically cutting the provision in 
two and reading it as if it read, ‘the 
Congress shall have power to lay and col- 
lect taxes on incomes from whatever 
source derived,’’ without the concluding 
words. 3ut we are not at liberty to do 
this. The amendment consists of a single 
sentence, and the whole of it must be 
read together. It expresses but a single 
idea, and that is that the tax to which it 
relates must be laid and collected with- 
out upportionment among the_ several 
States and without regard to any census 
or enumeration, while the words “ from 
whatever source derived’ are obviously 
introduced to make the exemption from 
the rule of apportionment comprehensive 
end applicable to all taxes on incomes. 
‘We are not left, however, to a mere 
critical examination of words. This pro- 
vision. as Mr. Justice Bradley said of the 
Constitution in the Legal Tender cases, is 
‘to be interpreted in the light of his- 
tory and of the circumstances of the 
period in which it was framed.” Justice 


Story said of another clause of the Con-| 
stitution. in Briscoe against the Bank of | 


Kentucky, (11 Peters 332, 

And I- mean to insist that the history of 
the Colonies, before and during the Revo- 
lution and down to the very time of the 
adoption of the Constitution, constitutes 
the highest and most authentic evidence to 
which we can resort to interpret this clause 
of the instrument; and to disregard it 
would be to blind ourselves to the practical 
mischiefs which it was meant to suppress, 
and to forget all the great purposes to 
which it was to be applied. 


This view must necessarily be applied | 


to the proposed amendment if it be adopt- 
ed. 

the judicial and political history 
led to the proposal and which appears 
upon the public records of our Govern- 
ment. 

What is that history? The Constitution 
of 1787 conferred upon the National Gov- 
ernment the power of taxation without 
any limit whatever except that taxes on 
exports were prohibitea. 

The method of exercising the power, 
hewever. was subjected to two limita- 
tions. One, that imports, duties, and ex- 
cisegs should be uniform, and the other, 
that direct taxes should be apportioned 
among the States. The apportionment 
provisions were as follows: 

Article I.—Section 2—Representatives and 
direct taxés shall be apportioned among the 
several States which may be included with- 
in this Union, according to their respective 
numbers, &c. (Amended, but not in this 
respect, by the Fourteenth Amendment.) 

Section 9—No capitation or other direct 
tax shall be laid unless in proportion to the 
census or enumeration before directed to 
be taken. 

For more than a hundred years after 
the adoption of the Constitution various 
tax laws of Congress were, from time to 
time, brought before the courts upon ob- 
jections that they imposed direct taxes 
in violation of the rule of apportionment. 
The decisions of the courts uniformly sus- 
tained these laws, from the Hylton case, 


in 1796, which sustained an upapportioned | 


tax on carriages, (3 Dallas 171,) to the 
Springer case, in 1880, which sustained 
an unapportioned tax on incomes. .(102 
U. 8S. 586.) 

In the meantime numerous laws were 
passed and.enforced imposing taxés on 
incomes without apportionment: and a 
great part of the means for carrying on 
the civil war was derived from such 
taxes. 

In the year 1895, however, an income 
tax law included in the Wilson Tariff act 
of 1894 was brought before the Supreme 
Court in the case of Pollock against the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, and 
in that case the court decided against the 
law. The case was heard twice. On the 
first hearing a majority of the court 
held that a tax on income derived from 


real estate must be apportioned as a di-. 


rect tax because a tax on real] estate it- 
self wvuld be direct; and the Judges di- 
vided equally as to whether a tax on 
income derived from personal peor 
must be apportioned. (157 U. 8S. 429.) 

Upon the second hearing of the case, 
the court, by a majority of five to four, 
held that a tax upon income derived from 
personal property must be considered a 
direct tax and must be apportioned. (158 
U. S. 601.) All the Judges agreed, how- 
ever, that taxes on incomes derived from 
business or occupations need not be ap- 
portioned. The effect of these decisions 
was thus described in one of the minority 
opiniors: 

But the serious aspect of the. present de- 
cision is that by a new interpretation of the 
Constitution it so ties the hands of the 
legislative branch of the Government that 
without an amendment of that instrument, 
or unless this court, at some future time, 
should return to the old theory of the Con- 
stitution, Congress cannot subject to taxa- 
tion—however great the needs or pressing 
the necessities of the Government—ceither 
the invested personal property. of the coun- 
try, bonds, stocks, and investments of' all 
kinds, or the income arising from the rent- 
ing of real estate, or from the yield of 
personal property, except by the grossly 
unequal and unjust rule of apportionment 
among the States. Thus, undue rand dis- 
proportioned burdens are placed upon the 





many, while the few, safely entrenched 

behind the rule of apportionment among the 

States on the basis of numbers, are per- 

mitted to evade their share of responsibility 

for the support of the Government ordained 
for the protection of the rights of all. 

It was so evidently impossible to collect 
an income tax by apportionment among 
the States according to poe that 
the general judgment of the country con- 
firmed the opinion that the decision in 
the Polock case had practically taken 
away from Gengress a power of vital im- 
portance to the General Government—a 

ower the exercisé of which had, at least 

n one time of peril, proved essential to 
the Nation’s life. 

The. attention of the country was 
sharply called to the need of more Gov- 
ernment revenue for the first time after 
the Pollock case by the decrease of cus- 
toms and -internal revenue receipts and 
the rapidly mounting deficit which fol- 
lowed the financial panic of 1907, and in 
the extraordinary session of Congress 
which began March 15, 1909, when the 
revised Tariff bill came into the Senate, 
an amendment to the bill was introduced 
reproducing in substance the old income 
tax provisions of 1894 which the Supreme 
Court had held: to be invalid both as to 
income derived from real estate and as 
to income derived from personal property. 
The avowed and necessary effect of in- 
cluding such provisions in the new tariff 
law would be to present again to the. Su- 

reme Court the same questions which 

ad been decided in the Pollock case and 
to challenge a reversal of their decision. 
Thereupon the resolution for the submis- 
sion of this amendment was introduced 
in the Senate and was passed by Con- 
gress. 

The poeeeees followed the suggestions 
of the Supreme Court in the Pollock case. 

The evil to be remedied was avowedly 
and manifestly the tncapacity of the Na- 
tional Government resulting from the de- 
cision that income. practically could not 
be taxed when derived either from real 
estate or from personal property, al- 
though it could be taxed when derived 
from business or occupation. 

The terms of the amendment are apt 
to cure that evil and to take away from 
the different classes of income considered 
by the court a practical immunity from 
taxation based upon the source from 
which they were derived. 

There was no question in Congress or in 
the courts or in the country about the 
taxation of State securities. No one 
claimed that the inability of the General 
Government to tax them was an evil. 
The inability to tax them did not arise 
from the terms of the Constitution, but 
from the fact that, being the necéssary 
instruments of carfyin on other and 
sovereign Governments they were not the 
propertrubject of National taxation, and 
that, therefore, no provisions of the Con- 
stitution, however wide the scope of their 
language, could be held to apply to such 
securities or to the income from them. 
Judge Cooley, in his work on constitution- 
al law, says: 


The power to tax, whether by the United 
States or by the States, is to be construed 
in the light of, and limited by, the fact 
that the States and the Union are insepara- 
ble, and that the Constitution contemplates 
the perpetual maintenance of each with all 
its constitutional powers, unembarrassed 
and unimpaired by any acti6n of the other. 
The taxing power of the Federal Govern- 
ment does not therefore extend to the means 
Or agencies through or by the employment 
of which the States perform their essential 
functions, &c. 


This rule of construction has been 
maintained for generations. It is undis- 
puted; it was referred to with approval 
by the Justices who wrote and delivered 
the opinions in the Pollock case, both 
for and against the judgment. It has 
been declared again and again by the 
Supreme Court to be not open to ques- 
tion. It is a rule or construction just as 
controlling in defining the scope of the 
proposed amendment as it is in defining 
the scope of the existing provisions. Un- 
der it, from the earliest times of our 
Government, the apparently unlimited 
taxing power conferred by the terms of 
the Constitution has been held not to 
apply to the instrumentalities of the State. 
Under it acts of Congress, which, by 
their express terms, appeared to include 
instrumentalities of tate Government, 
have uniformly been held not to include 
them. This uniform, long-established, 
and indisputable rule applied to the con- 
struction of our Constitution—a rule which 
has been declared to be essential to a 
continuance of our dual system of gov- 
ernment—forbids that the words of that 
instrument conferring the power of taxa- 
tion should be deemed to ~~ f to any- 
thing but the proper subjects of National 
taxation. Under it we are forbidden to 
apply the words ‘* from whatever source 
derived’ in the proposed amendment to 
any of the instrumentalities of State Gov- 
ernment. 

This amendment. will be no new grant 
of power. The Congress already has 
power to impose taxes on incomes from 
whatever source derived, subjeet to the 
rule of construction, which excludes State 
securities from the operation of the pow- 
er; but the taxes so imposed must be ap- 
portioned among the States. Under the 
proposed amendment there will be the 
same and no greater power to tax in- 
comes from whatever source derived, sub- 
ject to the same rule of construction, but 
relieved from the requirement that the 
tax shall be apportioned. . 

It appears therefore that no danger to 
the powers or instrumentalities of the 
State is to be apprehended from the adop- 
tion of the amendment. 

It would be cause for regret if the 
amendment were rejected by the Legis- 
lature of New York. 

It is said that a very large part of any 
income tax under the antendment would 
be paid by citizens of New York. That ts 
undoubtedly true, but there is all the more 
reason why our Legislature should take 


/special care to exclude every narrow and 





s*lfish motive from influence upon its 
action and should consider the proposal in 
a spirit of broad National patriotism and 
should act upon it for the best interests 
of the whole country. 

The min reason why the citizens of 
New vos wili pay so large a part of the 
tax is {hat New York City is the chief 
financial and commercial centre of a great 
country with vast resources and industrial 
activitv. For many years Americans en- 
gaged in developing the wealth of all parts 
of the country have been going to New 
York to secure capital and market their 


| securities and to buy their supplies. Thou-

sands of men who have amassed fortunes 
in all sorts of enterprisé¢s in other States 
have gone to New York to live because 
they like the life of the city or because 
their distant enterprises require repre- 
sentation at the financial centre. The in- 
comes of New York are in a great meas- 
ure derived from the country at large. 
A continual stream of wealth sets toward 
the great city from the mines and manu- 
factories and railroads outside of New 
York. The United States is no longer a 
mere group of separate communities em- 
braced in a political union; it has be- 
come a product of organic growth, a vast 
industrial organization covemng and in- 
cluding the whole country; and the rela- 
tion of New York City to the whole or- 
ganization of which it is a part is the 
great source of her wealth and the chief 
reason why her citizens will pay so great 
a part of an income tax. fe have the 
wealth because behind the city stands the 
country. We ought to be willing to share 
the burdens of the National Government 
in the same proportion in which we share 
its benefits. 

The circumstances that originally justi- 
fied the establishment of the rule of ap- 
portionment in the Constitution have long 
since passed away. It is universally con- 
ceded that its application to existing con- 
ditions would be so unjust and inequitable 
as to be impossible. The power of taxa- 
tion which the rule makes It impossible 
for the Nation to exercise may be again, 
ag it has once been, vital to the preserva- 
tion of National existence. It would be 
most unfortunate if the several States of 
the Union were to insist upon the con- 
tinuance of. this unjust and useless limita- 
tion upon the necessary powers originally 
and wisely granted to the National Gov- 
ernment.

Striving to Beat Davis with Cobb 
and Thus Control Upper

HARD FIGHT IS EXPECTED 





Forces Seem About Evenly Divided, 
with Two Senators Uncommitted— 
Choice to be Made To-night.

ALBANY, Feb. 28.—From all appear- 
ances there will be a lively fight when the 
Republican Senators meet in conference 
to-morrow evening for the purpose of se- 
lecting @ successor to Jotham P. Allds of 
Chenango, who recently resigned as Pres- 
ident pro tem. and majority leader of the 
Senate, | 

_Since the Senators left the Capitol for 
the week end Senator George H. Cobb of 
Jefferson, who was placed in the field as 
& candidate to oppose Senator George 
Allen Davis of Erie for the place, has 
made great gains. His friends claim to- 
night to have the required number of 
votes to give him the leadership. On 
the other hand, the friends of Senator 
Davis are working hard to elect their 
man. They have the support of Sen- 
ator Henry Wayland Hiil, the Erie col- 
league of Senator Davis, who as Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee wields 
great influence among members of the 
upper house who are anxious to see meas- 
ures carrying appropriations in favor of 
their various constituencies receive his 
support. 

From talks with a great many of the 
Republican Senators it would seem that 


the votes at the present time are about 
equally divided. Senator Davis is the 
senior member of the Senate, and this 
will have weight with a great many men 
who have served with him for years. On 
the other hand, Senator Cobb, while not 
having 80 many years of service to his 
credit, is regarded as one of the ablest 
members of the upper house. He has 
been very active since his election to the 
Senate in 1905. He is a regular, but has 
voted with Gov. Hughes and against the 
organization on many measures, notably 
on the question of Otto Kelsey's removal 
and on the Telegraph and Telephone bill.

NEW YORK’S INSANE 31,541. 


State Lunacy Board’s Report Shows 
6,474 Admissions to Asylums for Year. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 28.—The annual 
report of the State Commission in Lun- 
acy, submitted to the Legislature to- 
night, shows that the number of commit- 
ted insane in the public and private hos- 
pitals at the close of the fiscal year was 
$1,541, divided as follows: Men 165,107, 
women 16,484. The whole number of in- 
sane in the State hospitals, including the 
two criminal institutions located at Mat- 
teawan and Dannemora, was 30,490, of 
which 1,127 were in the two last-named 
institutions. In the private hospitals 
there were 1,051 committed patients at 
the close of the year. 

The net increase in all institutions was 
1,084; in State hospitals alone 1,015; 1,524 
‘patients were discharged as entirely re- 
covered during the year, while the num- 
ber admitted was 6,474, of whom 36 were 
inebriates and 11 drug habitues. 

There was an excess of patients over 
accommodations at the close of the year 
amounting to 1,719. The commission de- 
plores the failure of the Legislature to 
provide the necessary funds for the be- 
ginning of work on a new hospital in 
Rockland County, but reports the acqul- 
sition of a favorable site recently ac- 
quired at Yorktown, Westchester County, 
upon which the construction of a new 
hospital designed for at least 2,000 pa- 
tients to accomodate a portion of the in- 
sane of New York City, as well as those 
committed from Westchester and near-by 
counties. The commission asks for $300,- 
000 for the commencement of work at this 

oint. 

Th detailed account is made of the com- 
mission’s difficulties in endeavoring to 
acquire a site for a new hospital to ac- 
commodate the insane of Brooklyn and 
vicinity. Two or thres unsuccessful ef- 
forts were made to locate the institution 
at some oint easily accessible from 
Brooklyn, but owing to local opposition 
the commission was obliged to change its 
plans. The commission still retains title 
to the old Creedmoor rifle range, and if 
all other efforts fail to relieve the con- 
gestion at Flatbush it will be necessary 
to build on this site.

Federal Inquiry Into the Blue 
Star Line That Sold Passage 
on-Non-Existing Ships. 


ARRESTS ARE EXPECTED 


Office Safe Opened and Authorities 
Find That Blocks of Stock Cer 


tificates Are Gone. 





The Federal Grand Jury will begin an 
investigation to-day into the affairs of 
the Franco-Nord-Americaine Steamship 
Company, otherwise known as the Blue 
Star Line, whose officials have disap- 
peared after disposing of tickets, supposed 
to mumber several thousand, calling for 
round-trip passage to Bordeaux, France, 
on the steamships Notre Dame de Lourdes 
and Jeanne D*Arc. This was deter- 
mined upon by the’ Federal authorities 
yesterday after a visit by two Pos- 
tal Inspectors to the Blue Star Line’s 
office on the eighth floor of 21 State 
Street, who found that the cash book had 
disappeared and the only cash im sight 
was 4 cents. But other books and corre- 
spondence came to light which lead the 
Inspectors to believe that action should 
be taken to compel an explanation from 
the heads of the company. 

Two stock certificate books were in the 
gafe, and certificates calling for 1,000 
ehares of the company’s stock were miss- 
ing. Some of these, the Federal author- 
ities have learned, were disposed of in 

urope several months ago at $20 a share. 

Thether any stock has been sold in this 
country has not been learned. 

The Federal authorities admit that 
gpomething queer in the affairs of the com-

Several arrests are likely to occur in a 
few days, and at least three men well 
known in shipping and banking eircles 
here will be called on to explain their con- 
nection with the Blue Star Line. The 
Postal Inspectors have issued a stop or- 
der on the company’s mall, and yesterday 


several communications addressed to Sec- 
etary Fanoni reached the hands of the 
nspectors. They were filed with a large 
sheaf of documents, which will be used to- 
day in presenting the case to the Federal 
Grand Jury. 

The investigators have found that the 
Blue Star Line succeeded in placing sev- 
eral thousand tickets in the last few 
months throughout the country, and that 
through agents appointed in most of the 
large cities and towns in the East and 
Middle West they had orders for as. many 
more. all calling for passage to France 
on tw2 steamships which the company 
did not own. Federal investigators say 
that more than $100,000 in tickets had 
been bargained for, and that, if the 1,000 
missing stock certificates weré sold at 
par it would run the sum up to $120,000. 

The People’s Institute had been at- 
tracted by the remarkable offer of a trip 
to France and back for S80, and had ar- 
ranged to take &® tickets for its mem- 
bers to be used during the Spring and 
Summer. 

All day yesterday communications were 
being received at the office of the Fed- 
eral District Attorney and by the Postal 
Inspectors from agents in various parts 
of the country who had been placing 
tickets for the company. Many of these 
had turned in cash to the Blue Star Line 
and wanted to know what they were to 
go about it. One ticket agent at New 
Bedford, Mass., had disposed of 396 
tickets in the last few weeks. All through 
Massachusetts and other New England 
States school teachers and others had 
been ordering tickets for the trip. 


Who the Officers Were. 

Fome light on the identity of the men 
who are supposed to be behind the Blue 
Star Line was gained yesterday by Pos- 
tal Inspectors Kincaid and Morris, when

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they went through the books and papers | 


found in the company’s deserted office. 
They found that each of the certificates 
in two large certificate books bore the 
names of Louis Duverrier as manager, 
Adolph Zinkler, President, and Morris 
Fanoni as Secretary and ‘‘ administra- 
teur.’’ 

The investigators know who Duverrier 
is. They know, too, that he is at pres- 
ent in Bordeaux, where he has professed 
to be hunting for two ships which could 
be remodeled and renamed the ‘“ Notre 
Dame de Lourdes”’’ and the ‘“ Jeanne 
D’Arc,’’ to comply with the descriptions 
of the company’s vessels as contained in 
the circulars. 

The Postal Inspectors say that Duver- 
rier has been identified with ventures 
which did not turn out as investors ex- 
pected. They have also learned .much 
of Fanoni. They say he is the man who 
remained behind after Duverrier had left 
*for Europe. 

As to Zinkler, they are still in the dark. 
But information has reached the hands 
of the investigators which leads them to 
believe that at least one banker in Bor- 
deaux was associated with Duverrier and 
his fellow-officials of the Blue Star Line. 


Banker Named in Letters. 


On several of the letterheads addressed 
to the company’s office here appears the 
name of E. Alexander Ayrault, a banker 
in Bordeaux, and the postal Inspectors 


say he was apparently interested in the 
company. 

All efforts to find where the Blue Star 
Line officials kept their chief bank ac- 
count In New York have failed up to the 
present. The postal Inspectors found a 
small account in the Savoie Trust Com- 
pany, but only a few hundred dollars had 
been deposited there. They say that 
Fanoni, just before his disappearance last 
Thursday, probably drew most of the 
company’s cash. 

In addition to Prof. Claude Michelon of 
Toledo, Ohio, who, acting as the Blue 
Star Line's agent, sold a large number of 
tickets to teachers and French people liv- 
ing in Toledo, and caused the first sus- 
picion to be directed against the com- 

any, another man has been found who 

as been able to tell the Federal investi- 
gators something of the inside workings 
of the Blue Star Line. He is Alexander 
Hundwald, formerly a bookkeeper for the 
brokerage firm of Corsi, Zumsteg & Co., 
but who entered the employ of the Blue 
Star Line two days before Fanoni disap- 
peared and the office was closed. 

Hundwald will appear before the Grand 
Jury to-day. It was through him that 
the People’s Institute became interested 
in the offer to take passengers to France 
lt was also through 
lhim that the Friars became interested 
-and began to plan for a pilgrimage to 
France in June. 

Hundwali informed Fanoni that he 
could place 500 tickets with the People’s 
Institute provided the officials of the 
Sine could assure him that their company 
was all right. 

A few days after Fanoni learned of this 
he offered to give Hundwald employment 
as his confidential man. Hundwald there- 
upon resigned from the employ of the 
brokerage firm and went to work for the 
Blue Star Line. He says that Fanoni 
was anxious to book the 500 tickets with 
the People’s Institute and get the money. 
The Friars were to pay for 120 tickets 
they had ordered. ‘‘ But I was not will- 
ing to let my friends turn_their money 
over tu the company before I was assured 
that the concern was all right,” said 
Tiundwa'id yesterday. 


Refunding Ticket Money. 


The brokerage firm of Corsi, Zumsteg 
*& Co. turned in a check for $1,000 to the 
Blue Star Line officials in December for 
tiie sale of tickets. The brokers say they 
pave also placed 300 more tickets since 
that time. but that the .money has not 


been turned. over to the Blue Star Line.

Corsi, one of the firm, says he still be- 
lieves Duverrier will make good on his 
plun to send at least one'steamship here 
next ronth.

Lloyds Register contains the names of 
only two Ascanias. One is of 2,046 gross 
tonnage and was owned formerly by the 
Hamburg-American Line, but was sold 
several years ago. The other is a small 
vessel of 428 tons burden, whose port of 
register is Stettin. They would fall rather 
short of the 10,000-ton freight and pas- 
senger steamships which the Blue Star 
Line advertised and for which tickets 
have been sold, The larger of the two 
Ascanias has no quarters for first class 
cabin passengers, and the smaller one is 
not @ passenger ship at all. 

Mr. Corsi said he had contracted for 
several hundred tons of freight on the 
strength of Duverrier’s advices from Bor- 
deaux, and still expects that the Ascania 
will arrive here about March 19, ready to 
take a@ cargo. 

Mr. Corsi and his partner stand well 
in the community of ship brokers here. 
He is not the Genero C. Corsi who was 
mentioned yesterday as being a member 
of Corsi, Zumsteg & Co., but is Frank H.

TELEPHONE INQUIRY HALTS. 


Legisiative Committee Once More Ad- 
Journs After a Brief Session. 


The joint legislative committee which 
is investigating the telephone and tele- 
graph business in this State, in view of 
the Governor’s request that it be placed 
under the jurisdiction of the Public Ser- 
vice Commission, again adjourned its ses- 
sions in this city indefinitely yesterday 
after a short sitting. 

Several former witnesses were recalled 
to explain uncertain points in their pre- 
vious testimony. The most important of 
these was Union N. Bethell, the new 
President of the New York Telephone 
Company, He outlined the development 
of the telephone business in this citv from 
1888, when the rate was $150 a year to 
the present time, when it is $48 He said 
that the business in Queens was the most 
expensive to handle of tne traffic in any 
of the boroughs of the city. 

Would it not be possible for you to 
establish a cheaper rate than 10 cents 
between Manhattan and Brooklyn?” he 
was asked. 

“If the rate between these two bor- 
oughs were rearranged without the same 
thing being done with the other boroughs 
there would be great dissatisfaction. We 
are studying. now to find out just what 
the public wants.” 

‘“Do you reduce your rate when the 
home of a subscriber fs closed for part 
of the year?” 

“Yes, when a*house is closed for four 
months in the year we reduce the rate 
one-half, but the total for the year can- 
not be less than $24, no matter how little 
the telephone is used.’’ 

“If the rate to Brooklyn were reduced 
to 5 cents would not the increased traffic 
make up for the difference? ”’ 

“The gross earnings might increase 
after a time on account of the additional) 
traffic, but the net earnings would not 
increase in proportion on account of the 
increase in operating expenses of handling 
the additional traffic.’’ 

‘** How about the 10-cent rate at hotels?’ 
“I don’t think this is an imposition on 
the public. Furthermore the business at 
the hotels is not as great as at the ordi- 
nary pay stations.’’ 


BIG FEES FOR CONDEMNATIONS 


Poughkeepsie Lawyer Paid $231,339 in 
Two Years—Tammany Perquisites. 














Mayor Gaynor held a long conference 


Corporation Counsel Pendleton yesterday 
to devise means for further economies in 
condemnation proceedings in the Catskill 
water system and throughout the city. 

Figures were given out showing that 
the lawyets who have been special coun- 
sel in this work have collected fees run- 
ning from $20,000 to $25.000 a year, and 
Lawyer John Linson of Poughkeepsie re- 
ceived $231,339 in 1907 and 1908, and $23,- 
SOT in the first ten months of 1909. 

The names of several of the Condemna- 
tion Commissioners on the Catskill work 
who have received large sums from the 
city were also made public, and included 
a number of prominent Tammany men. 

The Corporation Counsel announced sev- 
eral days ago that he was about to estab- 
lish a special corps of lawyers in his of- 
fice at. fixed salaries to do this special 
counsel work for the Condemnation Com- 
missioners and Appraisers. The staff will 
be headed by William McMurtrie Speer, 
until recently an editorial writer on The 
Evening World. Salaries will run from 
$3.000 to $5,000 a year, creating a large 
saving to the city treasury. 

Linson headed the list in the size of his 
fees. The items in his various bills in- 
cluded searching titles, making abstracts 
of titles, disbursements or expenses, and 
professional services. The iast was the 
amallest item in the bills. He has received 
$78.000 for searching titles. and the items 
makine abstracts and disbursements to- 
taled $62.000. The next man of importance 
on the list was Henry T. Dykman,:a 
Westchester lawyer, and the son of the 
late Judge Dykman. He received $44,767 
during 1908 and 1909. Everett Fowler, one 
of the leaders of the un-State Republican 
organization, received $99,890 the first ten 
months of last year. 

Other Condemnation Commissioners and 
the amounts paid were: William Dalton, 
Tammany leader of the Ninth Assembly 
District. $2.521: Philip J. Donohue, Treas- 
urer of Tammany Hall, $4.859; ex-Corpo- 
ration Counsel John J. Delany, who ran 
for the Supreme Court on the Tammany 
ticket last Fall, $7,923: Senator John C. 
who succeeded ‘* Little Tim’ 
Sullivan as the Tammany leader of the 
Third Assembly District, $2.251: Senator 
Thomas F. Grady, the Democratic leader 
of the State Senate, $2,218. and Rudolph 
C. Block, the manager of the comic sup- 
plement of The New York American. over 
whom Mr. Hearst and the Mayor had a 
spirited controversy during the campaign 
last Fall, $2,898.

The report was denied at Fire Head- 
quarters, where it was insisted that all 
the retiremen’s had been voluntary, in 
accordance with the law permitting men 
to ask retirement on half pay after twen- 
ty years of service. It was admitted, 
however, that in the case of Capts. 
O’Brien, Perley, Conaghan, and Ryan, 
the applications for retirement had been 
handed in only after these officers had 
been ordered last week to appear for 
medical examination. The same four of- 
ficers underwent a medical examination 
only a@ month ago, at which time they 
were pronounced fit for duty. 

‘The retirement which they asked was 
aiso retommended by Chief Croker, who 
believed them unfit to command com- 
panies,’ it was said at Fire Headquar- 
ters. ‘Tt must be evident to any one 
that men who have been in the service 
so many years and have reached the ad- 
vanced age of many of these officers, can 
scarcely climb over buildings with the 
agility or efficiency of younger men. 
Possibly they themselves recognized as 
much when they preferred to retire on 
half pay rather tnan appear for the 
medical examination.”’ 

Capt. McNamara of Engine Company 
56, 120 West Eighty-third Street, and Capt. 
William H. Quinn of Company 40, at 153 
West Sixty-eighth Street, underwent the 
medical examination as ordered last 
week, and passed it successfully. Capt. 
McNamara !s 61 years old, and has been 
in the service thirty-seven years, twenty- 
four of which he has been a Captain. 

Of those Captains who were retired yes- 
terday, Capt. Conaghan holds the record 
for long service. He was tin the depart- 
ment when it was organized, in 1865. 
Capt. Meehan is 63 years old, a civil war 
veteran, and has been in the department 
thirty-nine vears. 

The order of retirement is to go into 
effect at 10 o’clock this morning. It is 
believed that the vacancies thus created 
will be filled in a few days by much 
younger men, but no new appointments 
were made public yesterday.

Mayor Gaynor, Controller Prendergast, 
and President Mitchel of the Board of 
Aldermen held another conference yes- 
terday afternoon with the Public Service 
Commission, to discuss rapid transit mai- 
ters in general, and in particular the 
plans for the proposed tri-borough sub- 
way route, upon which the commission 
and the Board of Estimate have agreed.

4 ‘In their statement to the public and

_o@esdingly unsatisfactory. They throw 
all the blame for what has taken place 
®€in Philadelphia | the past ten days on 
an the traction company, the authorities 
of the city, the police, and especially 
* the State police, who have been the 
‘most efficient suppressors of disorder 
. “and protectors of the rights of the peo- 
oewle. Now the truth is that it is the 
_, Strikers and the members of the unions 
that are directly or indirectly respon- 
.,gible for the shameful rioting that has 
,-Tuled in Philadelphia. Some of these 
‘have been taken in the act of violating 
*" the law.. The leaders, while at times 
“ ‘deprecating ”’ violence, have incited to

WHAT DOES MR. MERRITT WANT? 
The New York State Constitution, 
Section 7 of Article VII., reads: 


The lands of the State now owned 
or hereafter acquired constituting the 
Forest Preserve as is now fixed by law 
shall be forever kept as wild forest 
lands. They shall not be leased, sold, 
or exchanged, or be taken by any 
corporation, public or private, nor 
shall the timber thereon be sold, re- 
moved, or destroyed. 

Mr. MERRITT, Republican leader of 
the Assembly, is reported to be finan- 
cially interested in water-power devel- 
opments at Hanawa Falls and Potsdam. 
He has introduced an amendment to 
the Forest Preserve section designed to 
make it less rigid. This section was 
the only one adopted by unanimous 
vote by the Constitutional Convention 
of 1894. Its wording indicates the 
abuses it was intended to correct—some 
of which, such as timber stealing, have 
existed in aggravated form during 4 
long series of years. Since 19038, due to 
the development of electro-h$draulica, 
the power companies have endeavored 
to gain entrance within the forest blue 
line for their projects. Amendment 
after amendment to the Constitution 
has been proposed, and, owing to the 
vigilance of the Association for the 
Protection of the Adirondacks, the 
watchfulness of the press and of the 
people, each proposal has been de- 
feated. 

What does Mr. MERRITT mean by his 
amendment? The Forest Preserve sec- 
tion is severely and intentionally rigid. 
We do not believe, as its enemies hold, 
that under this section “not a stick” 
of dead timber can be removed to re- 
duce the fire risk, since its primary 
intent is that the forests shall be 
“forever kept,” and, therefore, pre- 
served. According to the best authori- 
ties only 5 per cent. of the potential 
1,500,000 horse power from flowing 
water yet to be developed within the 
State originates within the Forest Pre- 
serve “ blue line”; that is, 95 per cent. 
can be dovcienall without hindrance 
from the section Assemblyman MERRITT 
wishes to amend. It may be granted 
that highways ought to be constructed 
across State land. It might be well to 
permit the leasing of camp sites, and 
the sale of detached and worthless 
pieces of State lands. But are these 
things worth the cost of lowering a 
very effective Constitutional bar? 

What is Mr. MERRITT’s programme? 
Will he state it specifically, in the form 
of a bill to be passed simultaneously 
with his proposed amendment? As a 
test of good faith, will he first state 
his programme in this manner before 
urging the amendment? 





POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 
The postal savings bank scheme is 


both first on the President’s pro- 


gramme and furthest advanced on its 
legislative life. It must be said in its 
favor that it’ is on the party’s plat- 
form, and is not primarily a personal 
or Administration measure. But this 
recommendation has its defects. Al- 
though upon the party platform, wven 
Republicans cannot urge that it is there 
upon its merits. The Republicans took 
up postal savings banks because BRY- 
AN’s plan of Government guarantee of 
bank deposits was ravaging the West, 
and it was desirable to have some reply 
to fads and financial fallacies too bad 
for adoption. It would have been bet- 
ter to leave the Democrats with their 
folly—since proved a folly, although 
then merely an argumentative folly— 


than to expose the Republican Party to 


the risk of embarrassment with a like 
ill-considered proposal. 

The principal defect of the postal sav- 
ings bank scheme as a political device 
is that it does not fillthe rdle. It gives 
satisfaction neither East nor West. 
Only yesterday was published the opin- 
fon of the Superintendent of Banking 
of this State that the subject has no 
vitality here. Nor has it in the East 
generally. It is only in the West that 
the subject is alive, and there it fs con- 
tentious, not even uniting the Repub- 
licans. For example, a late number of 
The Topeka Capital argues that the 
Federal guarantee is more far reaching 
in the postal scheme than in that which 
the Republicans opposed in the Demo- 
cratic guarantee scheme. That was 
“Bryanism” and “Socialism,” and 
here is something more advanced in the 
same direction. Under the Kansas 
scheme the banks guaranteed them- 
selves, but here is Government guaran- 
tee, and supported by the Republicans 
who opposed the Democratic scheme of 
a weaker sort. 

The Capital also has a financlal ob- 
jection, It asks how about reserves, 


jand quotes the debate in the Senate in 


received the‘ deposits were lable, and 
the Government's credit was behind all. 
The idea that postal banking can be 
conducted without reserves is Euro- 
pean, not American, and is losing 
strength abroad. For example, on the 
15th of this .month the. Associated 
Chambers of Commerce of Great Brit- 
ain will consider the report which its 
committee has prepared recommending 
that 

the Government should hold @ reserve 
fn cash against the deposits in the 

Trustee and Post Office Savings 
Banks sufficient to provide means for 
meeting any probable sudden demand 
on the part of depositors, thus avoid- 
ing the necessity, in such a case, for 
putting pressure on the money mar- 
ket In times of difficulty. 

Assuredly the need is greater in this 
country than in England. Here depos- 
its are scattered throughout a conti- 
nent instead of a tight little island. 
Yet it is to be provided that the money 
shall be kept in the banks where it is 
deposited, although the Senatora ar- 
gued that it was to be subject to the 
Government’s check anywhere. On the 
one hand the expense of a. reserve 
against a billion of deposits is a serious 
matter where the proposal is of doubt- 
ful profit, and is undertaken through 
paternalism little short of charity. On 
the other hand it is difficult to see how 
the money is to be in two places at 
once. It is to be kept in the region 
where deposited, and yet the chief use 
of the banks is to facilitate the depos- 
its of emigrants who wish to remit 
abroad. 

It is not yet settled whether the de- 
posits are to be redeposited, or to be 
invested in bonds. The investment in 
bonds is difficult because no bonds are 
available. Practically all the existing 
bonds aré the basis of currency, and 
are needed for that use until we amend 
our system. Even then it is hardly 
honest to confine the investment of the 
funds of this class of depositors to 
bonds of such inferior yield that the 
banks are complaining of the loss of 
$30,000,000 through their depreciation. 
It ought to be beneath the United 
States to relieve the National banks of 
this loss at the expense of the deposit- 
ors in the savings bank scheme. If 
their funds are to be invested in Gov- 
ernment bonds, they ought to get the 
yield of the money market upon their 
savings, and the Government needs a 
}wider margin for conducting the busi- 
ness than is afforded by the 2s. Be- 
sides, the investment of postal savings 
in 8s would Hmit excessive issues of 
banknotes, and would put pressure 
upon all concerned to amend our de- 
fective banknote system, No harm 
could be done by limiting the banknote 
issues to the present volume of the 2s, 
whose maturity would afford a natural 
limit to the existing much-criticised 
currency scheme, 
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GERMAN COMPETITION. 

Consul Wasnurncton furnishes the De- 
partment of Commerce with the infor- 
mation that the sale of American tools 
in England {s declining through German 
competition of a certain sort, The Ger- 
man makers provide themselves with 
samples of our best sellers and copy 
them at a lower price, being enabled to 
do so by being relieved of the costs of 
developing a perfected article by de- 
sign and experiment and the costs of 
creating a market. In detail it is said 
that American locks—a department of 
trade in which American genius is pre- 
eminent—are undersold by half, or 50 
per cent., the German product naturally 
bearing no marks of origin. 

This throws a curious sidelight upon 
the German opposition to the project- 
ed exposition of an uncertain status of 
American products in Berlin. Natu- 
rally ths Germans would have cause to 
be wary regarding the encouragement 
of such competition, and perhaps a lit- 
tle shy of disclosing the source of some 
of their ideas. On the other hand, it 
would also seem that American exhib- 
itors might have their own reasons for 
declining to give such competitors such 
gratuitous assistance. On less than of- 
ficial authority it would be unbecoming 
to entertain. such a charge. If sustained 
it would explain to us the feeling of 
Englishmen toward Germans as com- 
petitors. 











THE RIGHT TO CHANGE A NAME. 

Judge IRVING G. VaNN of the Court 
of Appeals has lately decided that the 
right of a man to change his name un- 
der the common law is not affected, in 
all cases, by the law of the State, which 
has been on the statute books since 
1852, providing a legal mode for chang- 
ing a name, The decision was-made 
in an insurance case, It is probably 
good law that the insurance money 
goes to the man, not his name, The 
holder of an accident insurance policy 
had taken it out under a name not 
legally his, which he had borne many 
years, and by which he was known 
to all his acquaintances, 

Judge VANN cited the cases of 
GROVER CLEVELAND, who dropped his 
baptismal STEPHEN, and Gen, GRANT, 
who discarded the Hrram forced upon 
him by sponsors, as notable instances 
of a changing of names which would 
not have invalidated an insurance pol- 
icy. There are many aimilar cases 
where no decision from the bench !s 
required to prove the validity of a 
change of name without actual permis- 
sion through the courts, Married wo- 
men frequently drop some part of their 
baptismal name and retain their orig+, 
indl surname in connection with thetr! 
husband's name. The. name thus 
changed is perfectly valid, if testimony 
to its general,use is forthcoming, on all 
legal documents, |

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GARDENING FOR SCHOOLCHILDREN. 

The idea of teaching the public school 
children in New York practical garden- 
ing is not bad, 








but if there is time to spare for garden- 
ing after their more important lessons 
are learned knowledge of growing 
plants may be as useful for them to ac- 
quire as carpentry and needlework. But, 
gardening for the children being men- 
tioned, the broad acres of Central Park 
present themselves to the minds of the 
enthusiast. The idea that Central Park 
may be used for any and every philan- 
thropic, educational, hygienic, or artis- 
tic purpose that commends itself to pub- 
lic-spirited citizens is one that must be 
fought down continually. 

To set aside four acres in Central 
Park for children’s gardens, where 
they can dig and plant and dig again,’ 
is the plan of one of the members of 
the School Garden Association. Four 
acres would never be enough land for 
the purpose, of course. So small an 
area would accommodate comparatively 
few of the youngsters who would travel 
parkward armed with spades and hoes. 
Forty acres would be insufficient if the 
gardening plan met with general ap- 
proval. 

Of course the children cannot be per- 
mitted to make gardens in Central Park. 
The garden spots there will always be 
attended to by well-trained gardeners. 
Park Commissioner STOVER may be re- 
lied upon, we think, to combat any plan 
whatsoever to use Central Park for 
other than park purposes. At a public 
dinner some weeks ago he mentioned a 
plan unfolded to him by a real estate 
operator to cut streets through the. 
Park so as to increase land values on 
both sides of it. He is alive to the 
necessity of fighting to protect the 
Park from all encroachments for any 
purpose whatever.

With the new  ar- 
rangements for uniting 
Becomes the telephone and tele- 
graph into a single serv- 

Partnership tea combining the ad- 
vantages of each and eliminating the 
disadvantages of both, the two meth- 
ods of quick communication over long 
distances cease to be rivals, as hither- 
to, and, for the present, at least, 
every indication is that the public will 
profit as much from improved facilities 
and the corporations from Increased busi- 
ness. Which is rather unusual. 

Of course a part of the plan, as an- 
nounced, has long been in operation to a 
considerable dégree, especially in the sub- 
urban and rural regions, where houses 
are at a considerable distance from the 
telegraph station, In such places it has 
been the custom for years‘for telefraphic 
messages to be telephoned instead of 
delivered by messenger, the written dis- 
patch being either sent by mail or held 
till the person to whom it ts addressed 
found it convenient to call for it himself. 
The new scheme is merely an extension 
of this informal device to the sending of 
messages, its most important feature be- 
fhe the assumption by the telephone com- 
pany of the task of collecting from its 
subscribers the tolls for the telegrams 
they send in for transmission. 

This the telephone companies can safe- 
ly do. Practically nobody has a telephone 
of his owfi who is not almost sure to pay 
a bill of that sort when subjected to the 
sort of pressure which these companies 
can s0 easily exert on their patrons. Life 
has become almost impossible without a 
telephone, nowadays, and it is little less 
than appalling to those who have become 
accustomed to what was so recently rare, 
and not so Jong ago unknown, in private 
houses, to think of the inconvenience to 
which they would be subjected if the 
most efficient of time and trouble savers 
were removed. 

In some ways less remarkable than wire- 
less telegraphy, the telephone is In other 
ways much more so, and the probabllity 
is that its invention will always rank as 
the culminating achievement of nine- 
teenth century ingenuity. For long-dis- 
tance work, however, it is, and promises 
long to remain, prohibitively expensive 
for ordinary communications, and that 
fact will save the telegraph from the 
abandonment which used to be prophesied 
for it by telephone enthusiasts, The two 
systems can operate in harmony, and the 
fact that they are now going to do so is 
iess surprising than that their harness- 
ing as a team did not come before,

clent, or persistent, Everybody believes 
in the Children's Courts and wishes them 
well, but very far from everybody is able 
to devote large amounts of unremunerat- 
ed time to watching the little victims of 
parental negleot, ignorance, or misfortune, 
and those that are able are more apt, 
unfortunately, to be '* good”’ than to be 
wise, experienced, and tactful, 

The prolonged supervision of the chil- 
dren put on probation is a work for ex- 
pert specialists and the payment of living 
salaries to an adequate number of them 
would be among: the best and most profit- 
able investments of public money, Crimi-

In the 
days when such questions were left to 
theologians, the answer would almost cer- 
tainly have been’ that dishonesty was 
among the original sins with which hu- 
manity has to contend, but now; the ex- 
perimenting and observing psychologists 
claim at least an equal right to reply, and 
their conclusion, as voiced by the journal 
mentioned, is that honesty is at least 
largely a matter of education and traln- 
ing. 

Very young children, it holds, 
neither moral nor immoral, 
dishonest—they are unmoral and unhon- 
est. Later in life, teaching. combines 
with experience to make for a greater Or’ 
less degree of honesty in everybody, since 
its absolute lack would be incompatible} 
with social life. Time and place, how- 
ever, have @ good deal to do with decid- 
ing what an honest man may do without 
suffering pangs of conscience—a fact that 
has been abundantly proved of late by. 
the abandonment by many eminent busi- 
ness men of practices which, when com- 
mon, seemed to give them no compunc- 
tion. , As was recently remarked, ‘' No- 
body thought these things dishonest till 
somebody said they were, and then every- 
body knew it.’’ 

Just the same, “ these things” were .not 
done openly, even when the doing was 
most common, and that fact more than 
hints a@.general suspicion of their wrong~ 
ness. It seems to’some of us, therefore, 
that American Medicine is a bit over- 
charitable when it says that ‘“‘no reason- 
able, fair-minded man can beffeve that 
many of those who were most flagrant 
offenders realized that their acts were 
wrong and dishonest.”” A Dyak head- 
hunter. doesn't realize that he is a mur- 
derer, and isn't one, but the chances are

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WHISKY’S “IMMUNITY BATH.” 








Holde Mr. Taft’s Decision Is Contrary 
to Court Rulings. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

With regard to the decision of Mr. Taft as 
to the labeling of whisky it {fs not mecessary 
to state that whisky as whisky does not con- 
cern our Food Committee at all, but the 
threatened destruction of the pure, food law 
does concern us, and: !t concerns us vitally, 
as it does every consumer. 

We believe that Mr, Taft’s decision is the 
most serious blow to the pure food legisla- 
tion this country has had. We believe that 
it is. class legislation. We beleve that it 
permits special rulings for one product com- 
ing under the pure food law which was de- 
Signed to make uniform regulations for al! 
products. 

We believe that this decision sets aside all 
court decisions on whisky cases already handed 
down according to the regulations under which 
the Food and Drug act has been enforced. 

We believe that this decision not only fg- 
nores the conclusions on food standards ar- 
rived at after ten years of study by the 
Standard Committee of the Association of 
State and National Food Officials, these stand- 
ards to-day forming the basis for the enforce- 
ment of the act, but its rulings will permit 
one class of products to escape the labeling 
according to the express terms of the act 
(See Food and Drugs ect, Sec. 8 * in the 
case of foods,’’ provision second.) Food In- 
spection, Decision 118, the outcome of Mr. 
Taft's decision, deliberately violates that sec- 
tion of the law as it relates to blends. It 
permits, the mixture of neutral aepirits 
“ whisky,"” colored with burnt sugar to gimu- 
late age, and straight whisky the product to 
be called a ‘‘ blend.’’ Neutral spirits has been 
declared by the most eminent authorities to 
be an unlike substance to wisky. a. 2 
ethyl alcohol as free from all other substances 
as special treatment and specially designed 
machinery can make it.’" (Frear & Shepard 
brief.) 

If this decision holds {n the courts it opens 
the door for every other product to demand 
the same ‘‘immunity bath.’’ Why should a 
manufacturer label jams made from waste of 
cider mills, colored with coal tar and seeded 
down with grass seeds, ‘*‘ {imitation straw- 
berry or raspberry jams?’’ They dre "’ straw- 
berry ’’ or .‘‘ raspberry ’’ jams. If we follow 
the same reasoning why, then, should black- 
berry brandy contain any blackberry juice? 
|. This decision robs the consumer and the 
}honest manufacturer of tho protection de- 
signed by the pure food law, 

In every case brought before the courts the 
courts have upheld the law. Is whisky now 
to be an exception? 

A moral issue Is at stake, We appeal te 
you to arouse public sentiment against this 
decision, ag it sounds the death knell of the 
pure food legislation, 

With the help of the press almost any great 
reform can be accomplished; without it we are

‘AS TO CIVIL PENSIONS. 
A Wageworker’s. Protest Against the | 


President’s Proposal. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I see in one of the current magazines an 
article ‘written in support of President Taft’s 
proposal that Congress shall provide pensions 
for superannuated employes in the Govern- 
ment departments at Washington, I do not 
know how much danger there is that Congress 
will take this notion seriously, but if there 





is supposed to be any danger it will be strange. 


if organized labor’ {is not heard from in pro- 
test against such a gross and. uncalled-for 
pieco of favoritism. 

The proper classes of pensioners are persons 
who expose themselves to hardship and danger 
fn behalf of. their employers, especfally if 
their pay is small, which is usually the case, 
The soldier’s life, in peace, is a narrow and 
tedious one; in war he is, at the best, sure 
of fatigue, hunger, and exposure, and, if not 
killed in battle or by some camp malady, is 
Hable to come out crippled by wounds or 
broken down ‘in constitution ‘by disease con- 
tracted in the service, Under these conditions 
no one begrudges him a pension. He has sac- 
rificed himsclf in behalf of his country. The 
same considerations apply in a measure to the 
service of policemen und firemen, and to that 
extent ‘justify the arrangements made in some 
places to pension them when disabled. The 


life savers on the coasts have a similar claim. 


+The reasons for pensioning old employes on 
the, railroads are somewhat tha same, Their 
' employment exposes them to cold and storm, in 
many cases to great responsibility and nervous 
and in their work on the trains and 
tracks thousands of them are killed or crip- 
pled every yeur. With all this in their behalf, 
the chief motive of their employers in offering 
pensions for long service is the desire to keep 
valuable servants, and especially to discourage 
‘strikes. 
some railroad companies to superannuated 
workmen thére is not a@ particle of support 
for President Taft’s proposal to pension persons 
who have been long employed in the ‘Gepart- 
ments at Washington. 

- Hardly another cluss of pensions could be 
named that would be so destitute of the valid 
claims to pensions as these employes. To speak 
of their being worn out in the public service 
is simply ridiculous. The country sacrifices 
‘more for them than they for the country. 
Thetr length of service, which ‘{s about the 
only plea made in their behalf, is their great- 
est blessing. The wageworker’s heaven-on- 
earth is a ‘‘ steady jobs’ with prompt and 
sure’ pay. In this respett the Government's 
employes at Washington are the most favored 
class in the country. They have been wisely 
ang justly exempted from removal for political 
reasons, and, barring illness or accident, it is 
their own fault if they lose their places. Their 
prolonged service, together with their liberal 
pay, furnishes them a golden opportunity to 
make thelr own provision for their old age, 
by exercising the old-fashioned yirtues of 
thrift and self-denial. This superior opportun- 
ity is all that the Government is bound to 
furnish them. How many anxious toilers, the 
country over, taking their chances in the fluc- 
tuating labor market and seldom long secure 
against poverty, envy the lucky employes at 
Washington the present advantages of their 
situation. Yet to these favored conditions 
President Taft proposes to annex the vast and 
additional favor of a Government insurance 
against poverty in old age. The superior 
chance which the workers in question have 
to provide for themselves, !s actually pleaded 
as the reason why the Government should 
provide for them. In a time when there is a 
special need of teaching frugality and thrift, 
it is proposed to tell these fortunate clerks at 
Washington that they may dispense with these 
irksome virtues, spend all. they earn, and, 
coming out poor, draw on the Treasury for the 
means of a dignified and leisurely old age.

J. F. CARLSEN’S LANDSCAPES 





Some Admirable Snow Scenes, Inciud 
ing “Winter Twilight *—Miss Becke> 
and Miss Rhoades’s Pasteh. 





A very handsome little collection of 
Barbizon and other paintings is just now 
on exhibition at the Cottier Galleries. 
There are four fine Corots, two with the 
same title, “ Early Morning ”’—what did 
the good master eare for similarity of 
titles, or, for that matter, of compositions! 


| Each is a rich and comparatively dark 


example of the painter’s middle years, we 
judge, with strongly grown trees of full 


leafage and decided contrasts of light | 


and dark. A ‘‘ Village Street Scene.” will 
appear less characteristic to observers 
familiar chiefly with Corot’s later work, 
but it is a beautiful example of the earlier 
perfod—a street on either side of which 
are substantial houses, along the walls of 
which are trained sturdy vines, above @ 
sky of exquisite tenderness and depth, @ 
canvas, certainly, upon which the painter 
has placed the stamp of his authoritative 
style, and more attractive to the present 
writer than the silvery idyls of his later 
years. 

One of these silvery scenes also is 
shown, a great beauty, with trees tossea 
by a light wind, painted in a value of the 
utmost truth and subtlety against a sky 
whose diaphonous clouds appear to shift 
and dissolve as one watches them, | 

There are two Van Marckes, one @& 
handsome portrait of two cows with 
shaggy coats in an ordinary landscape, 
the other ‘‘ The Shepherd,” a picture pre- 


sented by Van Marcke to Troyon, and. 


consequently of associative value, but 
heavy and uninteresting, with the excep- 
tion of its two superb dogs. A. Troyon, 


‘‘Cows Drinking,” from the collection of ' 


E, H. Cuthbertson, exhibits interestingly 
the difference between this famous animal 


painter and the less famous Van Marcke. 


The cows painted by the latter are much 
more convincing creatures’ than those 
painted’ by the former, their character 
having been noted by a more discriminat- 
ing vision and recorded by a more faith- 
ful brush, but the Troyon is ful,of dra- 
matic beauty, with a sky that lowers 
threateningly over the passive beasts—no 
one sensitive to an expressive art could 
pass by indifferent to it, and with less 
particular truth it gives a more generally 
ruhtful impression of a natural scene. 
Jacque is represented by ‘‘ The Shepherd- 
ess,”” an example from the artist’s saie 
in Paris, and there are some contempo- 
rary paintings that provide a flattering 
background for the Barbizon examples 
and show that collectors in their mad 
struggles for Corot. and Troyon are at 


least safe in their choice on purely artist- 
ic grounds. 

At the Katz Galleries are two exhibi- 
tions, each of which has individuality and 
merit. One comprises a group of land- 
scapes by John F. Carlsen, the smaller 
canvases showing the most freshness and 
unity of impression. There are some ad- 
mirable snow scenes, one in- particular, 
“Winter Twilight,” in which the impres- 
sion of a gathering dusk is gained with- 
out the sacrifice of local color or of defi- 
nition of forms. The patches of snow 
against the ground and the light in the 
sky are beautifully related. In “ Wayside 
Huts" and ‘“‘ The Féte”’ there is a cer- 
tain monotony, due in part, perhaps, to 
the fact that they were not built to be 
seen at close quarters. In “The Fairy 
Sward,’’ on the other hand, the delicate 
drawing of the birches and the atmos- 
pheric tone in which they are set tell at 
their true value with only a few feet 
between the observer and the picture. 


The inner room contains a number of 
miniatures by Elsie Southwick, most of 
them portraits, but in several instances 
it is portraiture of French peasant types 
not often seen in this kind. The ‘drawing 
is firm and direct, a trifle hard, but quite 
without niggling quality, and the color js 
vigorous and gay. There is praiseworthy 
performance and much promise in the 
group, and one notes with pleasure that 
the ndividual examples are well framed 
and suitably shown against a quiet gray 
background, a ‘“ Whistlerizea ” back- 
ground, to invent a needed adjective.

THE BARRERE ENSEMBLE. 


First Performance by a New Organiza- | 
tion of Wind Instruments. 


‘Mr. George Barrére, the accomplished 
first flautist of the New York Symphony 
Orchestra, has formed a chamber music 
organization of eleven .wind instrument 
players—flutes,. oboes, clarinets, French 
horns, bassoons, and « trumpet—which he 
calls the Barrére Ensemble. It gave the 
first of two concerts yesterday afternoon 
in the Stuyvesant Theatre that produced 
some very interesting results. There is 
a considerable literature for wind instru- 
ments, both ancient and modern. that is 
rarely performed in public concerts; and 
though this’music is not of a sort that 
is likely to make a very wide appeal to 
the public, it may be made of, much 
charm and attractiveness in the hands 
of skillful players. Its most obvious 
drawback is a certain monotony of tone- 
color. The modern ear is so habituated 
to the sounds of the stringed instruments 
that they are missed at first. But there 
is variety even in this class of musical 
literature, and three works by Haydn, 
Mozart, and Beethoven offered not only 
variety of style but also variety of treat- 
ment; and the audience, few but fit, 
found the concert one of really absorb- 
ing interest. 

The programme included an octet by 
Haycn in F, for oboes, clarinets, horns, 
and bassoons, a serenade by Mozart in 
C for the same combination, and Beethov- 
en's octet in E flat, Op. 108. Besides 
these Mr. Barrére played a flute sonata 
by Handel in B minor and one by Bach 
in E flat, with Mr. Whiting at the harp- 
sichord; and these were delighiful fea- 
tures the programme, 

Haydn's octet is characteristic of his 
‘style, but without all the freshness and 
distinction that still inneres in his best 
symphonies and quartets. Mr. Barrére 
conducted this, as he did the other octets, 
with much skill and taste and fine feeling 
for the delicacies of instrumental effect. 
The octet by Mozart has a mixture of 
seriousness and mirth, the mirth being 
supplied by the minuet; this is in the form 
of a canon; the trio is one of those acro- 
batic feats that Mozart could throw off 
without the least appearance of effort, 
and though it 1s a bit of musical science, 
it Was the effect of a jeu d'esprit. It ts 
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'rovescio,’’ the answering voices following 


exactly the theme, but in inversion. 

The delightful effect of the union of 
flute and harpsichord had recently been 
heard at Mr. Whiling’s concert in the 
Same theatre a few days ago. The flute 
fuses with the tone of the harpsichord 
as it never can with that of the piano, 
and the fusion is something poetic, ex- 
pressive. in this gulse the sonatas by 
Handel and Bach sound as their com- 
posers intended and expected them to 
sound. The Siciliano of Bach's sonata 
Shows the tenderest and loveiiest side of 
his art. Tne performance of the two 
sonatas by Mr. Barrére and Mr. Whiting 
was exquisitely artistic.

“Magnificat” and Prof. Parker'e 
“Hora Novissima” Sung. 


The Oratorio Society gave its third con- 
cert last evening in Carnegie Hall with 
two compositions placed in interesting 
juxtaposition. They were Bach's ‘* Mag- 
nificat’’ and Prof. Horatio Parker's 
‘Hora Novissima.’’ Netther is very fa- 
millar to New York concertgoers, though 
both have been performed here. The 
‘*Magnificat’’ was given by the Church 
Choral Society in 1804 and again in 1906. 

The ‘*‘ Hora Novissima,’’ which was com- 
posed especially for that society, was 
given by it first in 1893 and was repeat- 
ed by it in New York in 1906. In the 
meantime it had had numerous perform- 
ances in other American cities; in 1809 
it was sung in Worcester, England, and 
the next year it was repeated at Chester, 
giving the composer a repute in that 
country that no othet American com- 
poser had ever had in like degree. 

The ‘‘ Magnificat’’ is one of the most 
splendid of Bach's lesser choral works, 
and its difficulty is probably the reason 
why it has received such seant attention 
from American choral societies. Its music 
is characteristic of Bach's most modern 
spirit. It has a mintinum of some of the 
formal characteristics of his time, some 
of the cadences, and closes that are often 
found monotonous and wearying to-day. 

The chief choruses in it are of mag- 
nificent power and muscularity; as the 
first; and especially the one on the words 
‘Fecit potentim.”’ In this the old 
master obtained one of the most over- 
powering of those realistic etfects with 
which he is continually amuzing the mod- 
ern listener and stirring his soul. The 
chorus goes on in powerful contrapuntal 
style till it comes to the words *‘ @Mspersit 
superbas '’—‘* hath scattered the proud "'— 
when there is a crash, & pause; and the 
few remaining words are sung in a quiet 
homophonic phrase. 

The final ‘‘ Gloria’’ is one 
and musical beauty.

unrhythmical in places 
where rhythm was thrice necessary. 

Or the solo quartet Miss Janet Spencer, 
the contraltc, was easily the first in her 
full mastery of the music, therich voice, the 
fine phrasing and the intelligent compre- 
hension of stvle in which she sang the 
part that falls to her share. Mrs. Edith 
Chapman Goold, soprano, also sang with 
good voice and intelligence, as did Mr. 
Horatio Connell, bass, a newcomer, whose 
singing achieved much and _ promised 
much. Mr. Rerrick Van Norden wrestled 
without full success with the difficulties 
of his florid air, ‘*.Deposuit potentes.”’ 

Prof. Parker, in his setting of Bernard 
of Mecriaix’s Latin hymn, tound a jusi 
expression for the ecstatic vision, the 
florid and poetic imagery of the mediae- 
val monk. ‘The music, now seventeen 
years old, keeps young. There is no seek- 
ing in it after strained or rhetorical ef- 
fects, or anything other than the com- 
poser’s immediate inspiration. It is for 
the most part strong and vigorous, while 
it maintains the suggestion of the mys- 
ticism that so permeates the poem. 

There are some phrases that to-day 
seem somewhat clovingly sweet, and that 
fall below the general level of the work: 
unnecessarily so, so far as the exigencies 
of interpreting the past are concerned. 
But if the listener at this day would wish 
to hear these passaves differently, he 
cannot but rejoice at the power, the orig- 
inality, the freshness that have made this 
composition carry an influence beyond the 
coiposer’s native land, and that has re- 
dounded so greatly to the credit of Amer- 
ican art. 

The chorus sang this music, naturally, 
with greater sweep, precision, and force 
than it did the greater complications of 
Bach's, and the performance was an 
admirable, at times a thrilling, one. The 
same should be said of the solo singers. 
who dispiayed the same relative degree of 
excellence as they cid in the Magnificat, 
except that Mr. Van Norden went far to- 
ward redeeming himself. The audience, 
which was not large. exhibited much en- 
thusiasm, especially for the ‘‘ Hora Novis- 
sima.’”’

RUFUS J. LACKLAND DEAD. 


Oldest Bank President in St. Louis and 
a Multimillionaire.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Feb. 28.—Rufus J. 
Lackland, multimillionaire, President of 
the Boatmen’s Bank, died to-day in his 
home at 1.6283 Locust Street, which he 
built half a century ago, and in which he 
insisted in living long after all his friends 
had deserted the district. It was an old- 
time mansion, now surrounded by whole- 
sale houses. He was 90 years old, and 
his death was due to pneumonia con- 
tracted a week ago. 

Mr. Lackland was the oldest bank Pres- 
ident in St. Louis, and perhaps the most 
widely known. Until his last illness he 
maintained his mental and physical vigor 
to a remarkable degree. and directed the 
affairs of the bank of which he had 
heen President for forty years. Until a 
yerr ago Mr. Lackland’s custom was to 
walk daily to the bank, nearly a mile. 

Politically Mr. Lackland was a Demo- 
crat. in religion a Unitarian. He was 
twice married. His first wife was Miss 
Susannah Cable, whom he married Aug. 
23, 1840, in New York State, and who 
Gied in 1886. iiis second wife was Mrs. 
Caroline Elliott Kasson. a young sister of 
the Rev. William G. Elliett, w ho was for 
many years Chancellor of Washington 
University.

GENERAL REMARKS. 

The financial and industrial depression which 
prevailed through the previous year was fol- 
lowed by a resumption of business activity, and 
it will be noted that your Gross Earnings show 
a gratifying increase compared with 1908. 

After meeting all Habilities and providing for 
the necessary payments to the Sinking Funds 
.and the Trust of October, 1878, there remained 
Net Income of $34,808.662.04, out of which were 
paid dividends of 6 per cent., aggregating $19,- 
173,742.50, Car Trust Principal of $3,507,710.04, 
in addition to the amount charged to Capital 
Account as hereinafter stated! Extraordinary

sand the termina] of that Company at Church 
} and Cortlandt Streets, New York, This tunnel 
{ system will also be extended through Jersey 
City westward from your station to a point east 
of Summit Avenve, where connecti6én will be 
made with your lines. Your railroad will be 
electrified from that connection to the new sta- 
tion at Harrison, N. J., and a new branch will 
be constructed from the latter point into Park 
Place in the city of Newark. A joint rapid 
transit electric service will then be operated 
between the Hudson Company’s Church Street 
Terminal, New York City, and Park Place Sta- 
tion, Newark.

tracks through Rahway. and therefore this 
section of the new line requiring two addi- 
tional running tracks will be undertaken first. 

The aggregate expenditures for Construction, 
Eauipment and Real Bstate on your Main Tine 
between New York and Pittsburgh. including 
$6,999,266.54 on account of the Principal of Car 
Trvsts, and $620.000.00 on account of Principal 
of Water Trust Certificates, were $14,298,012.07, 
of which $5,118.492.11 was charged to your 
Capital Account and $9,179,519.06 against the 
Income of the year. 

The Ebenezer Branch, now known as the 
West Seneca’ Branch of the Western New York 
and Pennsylvania Railway, extending to the 
lake front in South Buffalo, a distance of 6.66 
miles, is now completed and in operation. 

Advances aggregating $188,969.41 were made 
to the Western New York and Pennsylvania 
Railway Company, and that company being 
unable to pay the same, this amount was 
charged against your Profit and Loss Account. 

The passenger station in Baltimore being in- 
adequate to accommodate the traffic of that 
city authority was given by the Board of the 
Northern Central Railway Company to replace 
the present structure and itmprove the adjoin- 
ing track layout, and work was commenced 
in November. 

Your Company has, in past years, made ad- 
vances aggregating $8,123,791.81 to the Long 
Island Railroad Company for the improvement 
of its railroads and appurtenances, and the 
construction of new lines and equipment. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company has agreed to 
accept 4 per cent. debentures for such advances, 
and settlement thereunder has been made to 
December 3ist, 1908, amounting to $6,062,951.55, 
leaving a balance of $2,060,840.26 on December 
Bist last, for which settlement will shortly be 
effected. 

In April, 1999, the contract with the Pullman 
Company was renewed upon terms favorable 
rand satisfactory to your Company, under which 
the cars necessarv for the use of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad System are furnished by the 
Pullman Company, and the Railroad Company 
has the option of acquiring a one-half owner- 
ship in the equipment furnished under the 
agreement.

The trial will take 
a considerable length of time, and some 
of those indicted never have been in the 
State of New Jersey and therefore cannot 
be held to have compnitted any crime 
within its borders.’ 

This view of the difficulty of extradition 
was upheld yesterday by Moses H. Gross- 
man of the firm of House, Grossman & 
Vorhaus, 115 Broadw

that a man whose extradition is sought 
may insist on proof that he was within 
the demanding State at the time that he 
is alleged to have committed the crime 
charged, and the same ruling has been af- 
firmed ~ d both the United States Court 
of Appeals and the Supreme Court. 

4 if the meat packers wish to fight ex- 
tradition they may enter appearances, 
first before the Governor of New Jersey 
and then before the Governor of Illinois, 
and advance these rulings against the 
demand that they should be given up. 
Even if the extradition were granted, the 
defendants could apply to any Justice of 
the Supreme Court of Dlinois for a writ 
of habeas corpus on the ground that the 
Governor had no jurisdiction, and they 
could carry the appeal against an ad- 
verse decision to the Supreme Court of 
*the United States, which could not decide 
the matter for about two years. 

“It is apparent,’’ summed up Mr. 
Grossman, “that not only have the meat 
packers legal justification for resistance 
to an extradition under the decisions of 
the highest courts of the land, but in any 
case they can delay the hearing of the 
indictments for months, if not years, till 
the present agitation against trusts may 
have subsided.’ 

Maenwhile Prosecutor Garven is going 
ahead with the legal steps necessary to 
extradition. The capiases were made out 
yesterday and to-day will be in the hands 
of Sheriff James S. Kelly. His deputies 
will search Hudson County first, and 
then will send the capiases to the Sher- 
iffs of other counties of New Jerscy. 
Meanwhile Mr. Garven will confer with 
Gov. Fort about issuing a request for 
extradition to the Governor of Illingis. 
He declared yesterday that he had no ap- 
prehension of the packers escap! ng on the 
technical ground that not havjng been 
in New Jersey, they could not be con- 
sidered. as _ the Illinois law requires, 
“fugitives from justice.’’ 

Mr. Garven will appear next Monday at 
Trenton before the Assembly Committee, 
which is considering the cold Storage bill, 
introduced by Assemblyman Peter H. 
James, which, among other provisions, 
limits the time during which articles may 
be kept in cold storage to six months. 
He will lay before the committee some 
of the results of the investigation of the 
cold storage plants of Jersey City, which 
has been in progress for some weeks. 

A seizure of turkeys was made yester- 
day at the Merchants’ Refrigerator Com- 
pany’s Jersey City plant. James J. Ha- 
gen, the local.Health Inspector; J. C 
Hartnet;, State Inspector, and Dr. E. ye 
Muivaney pronounced them to be unfit 
for human consumption.

Their arraignment was 
simultaneous with the entrance of the 
Grand Jury, armed with nine more in- 
dictments, which included a second simi- 
lar charge against the Directors collec- 
tively; this time referring to an earlier 
meeting, and eight separate indictments 
accusing each man of having: voted for 
the alleged ‘‘ fixing of value.’ 

‘Mr. Jerome is counsel for five of the 
Directors, John A. McBride of Sussex, 
N. J., President of the Exchange; Fred- 
‘erick C. Seiler of Newark, Henry F. 
Hunteman. of Jersey City, Fhomas 0. 
Smith of 862 Sixth Avenue, and James 
A. Howell] of Goshen. Mr. Ely appeared 
for Daniel Bailey of Glenwood, J. 
George Slaughter of Campbell Hail, N. 
Y., and for Walter R. C@emfoit, the 
eighth Director, who, he explained, would 
return shortly from Cuba to surrender 
himself. | 

‘““Of course, we will concede the facts 
in the case,”’ said Mr. Ely, “the only 
cuestion hinging on an interpretation of 
the law.” 

“Right there we differ,’’ interposed 
Mr. Jerome, who added that he would 
like time to examine the voluminous ir- 
dictments, Justice Goff consented to a 
postponement of pleading until Thursday.
